fuuey speculating in trust certificates, hop- 
ing to stem the tide that has been running 
against them. The speculating officers made 
good $250,000 of these losses out of their pri- 


vate purses, but the trust will have to stand | 


the balance. 
Although the. adjourned meeting of the 


Cotton Oil Trust today was not so largely at- 


tended as was that of Friday last, it was 
more important and far mere sensational, 
since it revealed the shortage. Those who at- 
tended the meeting had their curiosity whet- 
ted by a public announcement by Mr. Fred 
B. Olcott, Chairman of the Reorganization 
Committee, speaking for the trustees, *‘ that 
the total net loss definitely ascertained to all 
of the trust organizations is the sam of 
$277,000 and no more.”” This was issued be- 


cause the street rumors had greatly exagger- 


ated the deficieficy. 


This deficit, it came out in the proceedings 


of the meeting, was due to tne efforts of 
President J. H. Flagler and Treasurer Jay 


Moss to support the price of the certificates 


on the market by conducting speculation in 
tne certificates of the trust. This was 
done without the knowledge or con- 
gent of the trustees. The shortage was 
originally $527,511, but was 
fove the meeting began by the payment by 
President Flagier of $150,000 and by Treasur- 
er Moss of $100,000. When Mr. 
nounced the fact ofthis restitution by the 


-. gentlemen named he explained, in connection

A Milwaukee Jadge Orders a Probationary 
Separation for Three Years. 

MiLWwavKkeEe, Wis., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—An 
unusual decision ina divorce case was. ren- 
dered by Judge Noyes today. Instead of 
granting a divorce, as had been asked for by 
a young couple, he ordered a separation for 
three years, during which time they can 
think about it, and if they conclude they can- 
not live together they can then get a divorce. 
This decision may establish a precedent for 
many other divorce cases, and may have 
the effect, too, of lessening the number of 
applications for divorce, asit will prevent 
persons remarrying while on the probation 
of the court. The case was that of Arthur 
S. Bradway against his wife, Minnie Brad- 
way. The husband charged his wife with 
desertion and the wife charged her husband 
with cruelty. The court held that thé charge 
of desertion had not been proved, but the 
husband had made no effort to induce his 
wife to return to him, while his wife had 
not sustained her charge of cruel and inhu- 
man treatment. But it was evident, he said, 


that. the young people could not live together 


peaceably for the present, and he thought a 
separation would be beneficial to both. He 
therefore ordered them to live separately for 
three fears, during which time the husband 
is to pay the wife a stipulated amount per 
week for her support. He advised them in 
the meantime to endeavor to settle their 
difficulties and make up their minds to live 
together happily through life. If they found 
they could not they could then bring a suit 
for absolute divorce and 1t would be granted. 


ARRESTED FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 


A Popular Toledo Man Charged with a 
Heavy Defalcation. 

Toiepo, O., Nov. 6.—[Special.|—This  com- 
munity was startled today by the announce- 
ment that E. H. Van Hoesan, one of the 
most popular men in the city, had been ar- 
rested for embezzlement. For years he has 
been cashier of the Toledo National Bank, 
and about one year ago was discharged. His 
removal was generally deplored, but no ex- 
planation was given. Today he was ar 
raigned before the United States Commis- 
sioner charged with embezzling $58,Q00, and 
J. M. McKee, formerly teller of the same 
bank, was arrested lust night in Chicago for 
complicity in the crime.

It isa great 
surprise to Toledo, as Mr. Van Hoesan is an 
elderly man with a large family, and all have 
moved in the nighest circles.

SCHOOLBOYS AS CIGARETTE “ FIENDS.” 


A Large Percentage of Confirmed Bisokert 


in the Minneapolis Schools. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 6.—[Special.]— 
The habit of smoking cigarettes has been 
gradually spreading among the boysiin the 
city schools. In some of the better locations 
of the city, Where the pupils come from the 
higher classes of homes, the smoking is not 
so prevalent, but in other locations the cor- 
rupting weed has made startling advances.

He proposes to 
take the matter into the courts if need be and 
punish the sellers of cigarettes. At the Haw- 
thorne School it is claimed that every boy 
smokes, several confirmed smokers being 
only 6 yearsofage.

The delegates to the annual convention of 
the National Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union had begun toarrive. Thirty-five came 
Tuesday night from New England, and sev- 

uty-five from the less distinctively feminine 
portions of the country came yesterday. 

And still the rustie was not even the usual 
annual rustie of the W. C. T. U. There 
Were some discordant tvvangs in it, and, 
after the manner of suck things in some 
gatherings, it took mighty short time for the 
twangs to combine themselves into two dis- 
tinct bugle notes, calling two distinct fac- 
tions to war. 

Miss Frances E. Willard of Evanston, 
President of tke union, was supported 
by Mrs. Rounds, President of the Iili- 
nois Union, Mrs. Clara Hofiman of 
Missouri, and Mrs. Mary T. Lathrop 
of Michigari. Mrs. J. Ellen Fostor, Presi- 
dent of the Iowa Union, was flanked by Mrs. 
Mary J. Aldrich of Iowa, and Mrs. Frances 
E. W.. Harper, colored, of Pennsyivania. 
Miss Willard represents the prohibituon ma- 
jority of the union. Mrs. Foster champions 
the determined minority, which does 
not believe in saddling the cause of 
temperance with politics. The skirts of Miss 
Williard’s party rattled with politics like an 
end man playing bones. And the skirts of 
Mrs. Foster’s party gave out an ominous non- 
partisan whish-whish. 

‘Just wait until the 350 delegates arrive 
if you want to hear this rustle really orches- 
trate!” said an observer, with a far-hearing 
ear.~ , 

But the full delegation will not arrive until 
Friday, when the convention opens in Bat- 
tery D. In the meantime the Executive 
Committee will have to fightitout. But the 
Executive Committee is composed of forty 
able women and they will manage to get 
things up toconcert pitch by Friaay. To 
lose no ‘time they went into session yester- 
day afterndon and they kept it up last night. 

MRS. FOSTER MEANS WAR. 

Mrs. Foster drew first blood, and retired 
in time to be interviewed. But her skirts 
had hardly settled, and, when she became 
animated, again reéchoed the bugle note of 
tne earlier day. 

‘“‘We propose to make a fight,’ she said. 
**We will fight for the principle that temper- 
ance, like churity, 1s a mission above parti- 
san politics, and can only find a pitfall nota 
stepping-stone, in a political party of its own, 
particularly the Prohibition parity.”’ 

Equipped witb fine presence, fluent speech, 
and trained intellect, Mrs. Foster’s gauntiet 
carried with it the conviction that she was 
panoplied for the fight. 

“The W. C. T. U.’s alliance with the Pro- 
hibition party is ruining the weion. Organ- 
zations and individuals have withdrawn 
their support and membership. The interest 
of those who remain has become lax. The 
defection is bound to continue unless the 
alliance is dissolved.” 

Mrs. Foster’s skirts were rustling like the 
tongue in a raven’s prophetic throat. 

“What business have we to be in league 
with a political party?’’ sheasked. ‘‘ We have 
no votes to give it, and it hasn’tenough votes 
to help us. A league of paupers for mutual 
support would be as sensible. The Prohibi- 
tion party gains nothing and we lose the in-, 
fluence we might have witb the other parties, 
with the public which stands behind the other 
parties. As non-partisans we would have 
the sympathy, the support, of the public; it 
would see in us the missionaries of a great 
social reform. As partisans its own parti- 
sansip arrays it against us. God knows, in- 
temperance is a big enough enemy to fight 
without uselessly dragging the Republican 
and Democratic parties and the public be- 
hind them into the méiée.”’ 

NO POLITICS IN H&Rs. 

As Mrs. Foster rose from her chair her 
skirts moved with adeeply ominous crepita- 
tion. 

“The history,” she said, standing, “of 
every success which temperance has gained 
inthis country shows that it has been gained 
by non-partisan methods. No more con- 
clusive proof of this can be given than 
is furnished by Republican Iowa and 
Democratic Kentucky. lowa became a 
prohibition State, not because of the 
Prohibition party, but because the ques- 
tion was submitted to the people as a 
non-partisan question. In the same way 
Kentucky has become largely local option 
because the question has not been made a 
party question. There would be neither pro- 
hibition mm the Republican West nor loca! 
option in the Democratic South if the Prohi- 
bition party had been in existence when the 
legislation which secured these restrictions 
was carried. A Republican majority has al- 
ways been willing to submit a temperance 
question to a vote of the people pro- 
vided it was not required to commit 
itfelf to it as a political question. 
So has a Democratic majority. But the 
moment temperance demands in the name of 
the Prohibition party that the control of the 
Government shall be handed over to it the 
other parties in self-defense must necessa- 
rily array themselves against it, They have 
invariably done so. 

IT IS SUICIDE. 

And I challenge any one to point to a 
single legislative enactment or popular vote 
in favor: of temperance which the Pro- 
hibition party has secured. They have always 
been secured through the dominant party or 
by a non-partisan combination of citizens. 
Therefore, I say the W. C. T. U. 1s cutting 
its own throat by becoming a partisan ap- 
pendage to a political minority like the Pr 
hibition party.”’ : 

Mrs. Foster’s skirts were now strewn with 
the falling fragments of the arguments and 
heresies she was demolishing. 

‘‘ What do I propose to doin the approach- 
ing convention?’’ she continued. ‘ Backed 
by the solid delegation of thirteen from Iowa 
I shall move that the resolution of alliance 
passed at St. Louis in 1884 be repealed. Del- 
egates from other States who believe in tem- 
perauce first and politics afterwards wil! 
come tomyaid. The St. Louis resolution 
was carried in the excitement of the Blaine- 
Cleveland campaign and shoulda have been 
expunged from our minutes with the death 
of the*frenzy which gave it birth, ‘The mi-— 
nority Irepresent is determined and will be 
satisfied with nothing less than the repeal of 
the abnexious resoluwuon.”’ 

And Mrs. Foster’s skirts stiffened until 
they were as firm as her own determina- 
tion.

MORMONS LOSING THE UTAH SCHOOLS. 


Gentiles Securing Control of a Number of 
the Educational Inatituations. 

Sart Lake City, Utah, Nov. 6.—[Special.]— 
There are twenty-one school districts in Salt 
Lake City. Each district elects three trus- 
tees annually to manage the school. Up to 
four years ago everytrustee was Mormon, 
but since that time the Gentiles have so in- 
creased in population that they have man- 
aged to controla number of these elections, 
so that today out of a total of sixty trustees 
seventeen are Gentiles. The*Mormons, fear- 
tug that they would soon lose control of the 
entire city public school system, began to 
formulate schemes to oust them. Oct. 5 
William M. Stewart, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools in this county, filed in the 
County Court, the majority of whose mem- 
bers are Mormons, ‘a petition for a redis- 
tricting of the school districts of this city 
and the uniting of the twenty-one into four. 
This petition if granted would have put the 
seventeen Gentiles out of office at once and 
replaced them with Mormons. Four o’clock 
this afternoon was the hour set for hearing 
this petition. This morning the Gentile 
School Trustees applied to the Third District 
Court fora writ of prohibition to restraim 
the County Court from acting in the matter. 
A writ was granted and made returnable 
Nov. 21. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—Yes- 
terday’s election settled one* issue that has 
been bothering the School Board for several 
years. Hereafter pupils will be given free 
school books. The free schoolbook directors 
who were thought to have no chance of elec- 
tion defeats thew Opponents with ease and 
are now in command. The school books will 
be paid for out of the school funds and the 
St. Louis smali boy will be in clover at least 
until another election. 


MISSIONARY SOCIETIES IN A WRANGLE 


A Contest in the Methodist Church Over a 
Legacy of $50,000, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 6.—[Special.]— 
Contention over the ownership of a valuable 
legacy between two bodies in the Methodist 
Church was revealed in a report by Mrs. M. 
B. Hagans of Cincinnati before the National 
Convention of the Women’s Home Mission- 
ary Society.

A MASS OF CORROBORATIVE TESTIMONY,

Q.—State whether Ashland avenve was paved 
north of the Carlson cottage at that time. A 
No, sir. 

Q.—State whether there was any street west of 
that paved at that time, north. A.—Not with the 
exception of Clybourn avenue. . 

Q.—Was there any east of Ashland avenue 
paved, running north of the Carlson cottage and 
east of Ashland? A.—Yes, there was—Evans- 
ton avenue. 

Q.—Was Roscoe street paved at that time? A, 
—No, Sir; not yet. : 

Q.—Was the street rorth of the Carlson cot- 
tage paved east? A.—No, sir: there is no east 
and west street paved, with the exception of 
Fullerton avenue east of Halsted street, and 
Fullerton avenue west of Southport avenue, to 
the bridge. 

Q.—Point out where Fullerton avenue inter- 
sects with Clark street. A.—About 300 or 400 
feet west of the Lake Shore drive, just one block 
south of Frederick street. 

A.—Point out where Clark street commences 
on Evanston avenue. A.—Clark, street com, 
mences on Evanston avenue and Diversey 
street. ) 

The witness, in reply to Mr. Forrest, who inter- 
rupted the examination, said although Roscoe 
street was a sandy thoroughfare it was in fairly 
good shape, but Addison street was exceedingly 
heavy by reason of the sand, and Graceland ave- 
nue was in the same condition. 

Q.—How was the driving on Fifty-ninth street 
east of Evanston avenue at thattime? A.—Very 


poor. ' 

Q.—Could a wagon drive along Fifty-ninth 
street to the lake all right—a wagon, for exam- 
ple, loaded with one trunk and three big men—— 

Mr. Hynes (interrupting)—Four big men—age 
in the trunk. (Sensation.) 

Mr. Forrest—Ah, yes. 

The Witness—Yes, sir; the wagon could go 
along there. 

The Stute’s Attorney (to witness)—Let'me ask 
you a few more questions. Fullerton avenue is 
paved how far? A.—To the bridge. It is paved 
from there (indicating) out to Clark street. 

Q.—How deep was the sand on any of those 
cross streets?

The roads all around 
the Carlson cottage and Lake View are of a yel- 
tow sand mixed with loam. Whenit is wet, of 
‘course, it is a litile tenacious and sticky also. 

Mr. Forrest—Have you not driven in a trot 
over those roads, and atatime when you and I 
met? A.—I do not think lever metyou. I will 
say that { have trotted and even run over those 
roads, but with a patrol wagon. 

The State’s Attorney—You were Captain of 
the police May 4 and 5. I will ask you if a 
trunk was broughtinto the station while you 
were there ag Captain? A.—There was. (Mr, 
Forrest objected, but it was overruled.) 

Mr. Forrest—So as to save a repetition of 
these interruptions and objections,I would like 
to have the record show an objection to ail the 
Captain may testify to as to the trunk being 
brought to the station and what was done there, 

The Court—Very well. 

The State’s Attorney (to witness)—What time 
of day was the trunk brought in? A.— 
About 12 o'clock or half-past, on Sunday, May 5, 
lt was brought to the Central police station in 
Lake View. This station is on Sheffield avenue, 
justsouth of Diversey, and one-quarter of a 
mile north of Lincoln avenue. 

Q@.—Where was the trunk put? 
private office. 

Q.—You may state what you noticed in the 
trunk when it was brought in. A.—There was 
some cotton batting and some paper. It was 
red tissue paper, evidently the covering of the

Q.— What have you done with the cotton bat 
ting.

Q.—Was there anything else that you turned 
st besides the trunk? A.—yYes, sir, a lock of 

air. 

Q.—Where did you get the lock of hair you 
turned over to Capt. Wing? A.—From Officer 
Phillips. It was precisely in the same condition 
as when I received it. I received the trunk about 
12 o'clock May 5. The trunk was practically in 
the same condition then as how, except the lock 
was fastered to the hasp. 

Counsel invited the witness to come down and 
inspect the inside of the trunk, and the lid »being 
lifted its blood-besmeared interior was once 
more exposed to the curious gaze. 

“You may look inside of it,” said Mr. Longe- 
necker. The witness bent over and carefully in- 
spected the interior of the bloody box. After a 
careful inspection he said; “All that cotton 
was not in there.” 

Mr. Longenecker—How much cetton was in 
the trunk when you saw it? A.—About one-half 
ofabat. There was about a third of what is in 
there now. . 

.Q.—Was anything else turned over to you be- 
sides the trunk and the hair—a bucket or any- 
thing of that kind? A.—No, sir, there was only 
the trunk, the cotton batting. ahd the hair. 

Q.—Describe the appearance of the inside of 
the trunk when you first saw it. A.—Thelid was 
loose from the trunk, counected by one hinge, 
The other hinge was broken off and attached to 
the back of the trunk. The lock was fastened to 
the hasp. . | 

Q.—Do you mean by that it was locked on? 
A:—Yes, sir; it was locked on. On the inner 
side there was some cotton batting covered with 
blood. There was blood on the ends and sides of 
the trunk and also on the bottom, I have seen 
blood and know it whenlIsee it. There was 
some coagulated blood there and some blood ina 
fluid condition—that is, mixed with water. There 
Was same Waterin the trunk’ and some of the 
cotton was wet with water aiso, ~ 

Q-—I will ask youif this is the same trunk 
that was turned overto Capt. Wing? A.—Yes, 
sir. toe same trunk. 

Q.—Did you visit the cottage while you were 
Captain? A.—No, sir. It was not discovered at 

that time. 

q.-—-Did you afterwards visit it? 
once. 

Q.—When was it, if you can recollect? A.— 
Last September; some time in September, I be- 
heve it was. 

Q.—Y¥ou didn’t visit itin May? A.—No, sir. 

On cross-examination, conducted by Mr. Wing. 
the witsess said the hairs in the lock brought to 
the station were apparently of tne same length 
and on one end was a clot of blood. The Captain 
kept itin his pocketfor about three days and 
then turned it over to his successor, Capt. Wing, 
He had showed the ghastly trophy to Capt, 
O'Connor, a TRIBUNE representative, ana Dr. 
Brandt. , }

THEY FOUND THE TRUNK. 
The Testimony of Three Witnesses Who 
Were Coming to Town May 5.

The sun was shiging, he 
said, when they found the trunk, 

Carl Knopp, the companign of, Pausee and 
Thiel at the time of finding the trunk, was also 
placed on the stand, his testimony being the 
same as that of the two preceding witnesses.

What Officer Job Phillips Found in ‘the 
Trunk and Catchbasin. 3 

At the commencement of the afternoon session 
Capt. Villiers was recalled for the purpose of 
making a correction in his testimony of the fore- 
noon. He said that the length of the hair that 
he testified about was three and a half inches 
long, not four and one-half inches, as he had said 


previously. 

Job Phillips, a policeman of Lake View in May 
last and now a city officer, was the next witness. 

He said he was sent with the patrol wagon 
Sunday morning, May 5, to get a trunk that was 
lying in the ditch on the west side of Evanston 
avenue, 400 or 500 feet north of Sulzer street.. He 
was accompanied by Capt. Wing and cer 
George Malia. He examined the trunk andifound 
in it blood-marks and blood and water, with 
some cotton batting. which.was also bloody and 
wet. Onone end of the tiunk on the inside, 
about four inches from the top, there was some 
hair sticking to some blood, part of which wit- 
ness pulied off. The trunk and cohtents were 
taxen to the Lake View Station-house. 

Witness Was present atthe catchbasin when 
the body of Dr. Cronin was taken out. He saw 
there some more cotton batting, which he put in 
a pail and took to the station. He identified the 
trunk in court and ajso the pail and cotton bat- 
ting. He had heived pull the body out and had 
wrapped it in a blanket. 

He knew Patrick O' Sa)livan and had taken ice 
from him. He had gone to his house some time 
about May 23 or 24 fo? the purpose of arresting 
him, ana found O'Sullivan at his barn coor. 
O'Sullivan want into his house to get his coat 
anc then came back to the barn. As he did so 
there were several persons going into the Car!l- 
son cottage by the rear door.- One was 4 re- 
porter-and another was a detective. O'Sullivan 
saw them going inand said: *‘ What in —— are 
they going in there for, the —— fools?’ 

On the cross-examination by Mr. Wing the 
witness retold the story of going to where the 
trunk was found in the ditch. There were only 
two or three people at the ditch when the officers 
arrived, but a small crowd collected about be- 
fore they left. Witness related the circum- 
stances of getting the hair from the trunk, pull- 
ing the body from the catchbasin, and the quan- 
tity of cotton batting found in the trunk and 
basin. Nothing material was brought out on the 
redigect examination. 


CAPT. WINQG’S DISCOVERIES. 


He Tells About the Trunk, the Dead Body; 
and the Carlson Cottage. 

Captain of Police E. H. Wing was sworn, and 
in reply to questions of the State’s Attorney said 
that at about 9:30 the morning of May 5 he, ac- 
companied by Officers Phillips and Malia, went 
to tne place where the trunk had been discov- 
ered, He corroborated preceding witnesses as 
to blood-stains ana cotton batting. The lock was 
fastened to the hasp—thatis, locked on. The 
trunk was turned over to Capt. Villiers exactly 
as he found it. When the witness was made 
Captain, vice Villiers, the trunk was turned over 
by the latter in the same condition as it was 
when first brought to the police station. The 
witness then identified the trunk. Subsequently 
Capt. Wing was handed the key of the trunk by 
Officer Lorch, one of Capt. Schuettler’s men. 
One end of ‘the key was covered with yellow 

aint. 

When the body of Dr. Cronin was found im the 
catchbasin there was a towel about the neck. 

Capt. Wing then told how he sent Lieut. 
Stanton with the bucket co the catchbasin and 
how it was returned with the. cotton and water 
+ it. The cotton was dirty. The trunk and con 

énts were delivered into the hands of the 


Coroner. 


A day or two after the body was found Capt. 
‘Wing visited the Carlsoh cottage accompanied 
by Capt, Schuettler. 

Q.— Will you state wLat you discovered in the 
cottage? A.—We found in the cottage a bureau, 
a washstand, a wash bow! and pitcher, a lamp, a@ 
rocking-chair with one arm broken off from it, 
and one or two ordinary dining-room chairs, I

paint brush. 

Q.—Did you see any bed there? A.—O, yes, 
there was a bed anda mattress and two quilts 
or comforters. 

ope slips on the pillows? A.—No, sir. 

.~—Did you search that house at that time? 
A.—I did, from basement to garret; and saw no 
trunk there, 

Q.—You may state now, Captain, what you ob- 
served there about the cottage other than what 
A.—I neglected 
to state that there were some window curtains 
tacked up on the window, and the floor was just 
besmeared with yellow paint. There were spots 
and places that were left untouched you may 


say. 
Q.—In what room wasthat? A.—That was in 


+ afront room and a bedroom—part of a bedroom. 


I also noticed on the hall floor and on the bed- 
room floor tracks, as though some one had 
waiked i@there in their stocking feet on this 
fresh paint and then on the figor that was un- 
painted, leaving their marks. 

Q.—What color were those prints? A.—They 
were yellow, the same as the floor was painted. 

Q.—Did you take up any part of che fiooring? 
A.—I bad a carpenter take up part of the flooring 
—the flooring from the front of the house. It 
was taken to the Lake View Police Station and 
left there. It is in the hands of Capt. Schuettler 
now. 

Q.—Did you notice anything else on the floor? 
A.—I noticed some blood marks. ‘ 

Q.—Where did you notice the marks you say 
looked like blood marks? A.—Some in the 
front room of the house and alsoin the hail, and 
some on the front steps leading down from the 
house to the sidewalk, and across the sidewalk, 
anc the two planks that were laid across the 
ditch by the road—they hud also marks that bore 
the same resemblance. 

Q.—Did you notice any on the wall? A.—Yes, I 
did, On the south wal) of the front room of the 
house I noticed blood marks there—blood spots; 
and there Wasa hair or two sticking there on 
the wall. 

Mr. Wing moved to exclude the latter portion 
of the witness’ answer, but the court let it stand, 

Q.—Did you see any carpet there? A.—I saw 
little bits of carpet—pieces of carpet where the 
tack had been driven through it to the floor, and 
where the carpet had been ripped up there were 
some threads hanging there. | 

Q.—Did you notice any mat there? A.—Yes, 
there was; there was 4 door mat there. 

Mr. Wing—I want to make two motions: The 
first is to exclude the testimony beginning with 
the finding of the trunk, and the second is as to 
his observations at the Carlson cottage. 

The Court—They are both overruled. 

Mr. Wing-—And I except to your Honor’s 
ruling.

THE TRUNK KEY FOUND, 


Officers Lorch and Hiatt Picked It Up in the 
4 Carison Cottage. 

After Police Officer Jacob Spengler had testi- 
fied to helping bat] out the cutch-basin the day 
after the body was found when some cotton-bat- 
ting*was picked up and put in the bucket, re- 
ferred to-in previous testimony, Officer George 
Malia took the stand. The witness said he ac- 
companied Capt. W:ng and Officer Phillips May 
5 to Evanston avenue when thé trunk was 
found. There was a quantity of cotton-batting 
found, and there was biood on the inside of the 
trunk, Mr. Malia discovered the tuft of hair 
which he gave to Officer Philiips. 

George Hiatt,a policeman, was next cailed 
and questioned by Mr. Longenecker. 

Q.—Do you remember the circumstance of 
finding the body in Lake View? A.—I do. and 
“Oo to the morcue, 

.— What did you do May 23? Dia u 
the Carison cottage that > Me A.—I ais. vetewéan 
the hours of2and 8 o’clock in the afternoon.

KUNZE WASHES HIS FEET. 


Young James Saw Him Doing It in the 
Rooms at No. 117 Clark Street. 
William L. James, 16 years old, living at No. 
118 South Morgan street and astudent of ste 
nography, was called and examined by Mr.

The witness said he worked in his father’s office, 
now at No. 112 Van Buren street, but formerly 
in Room No. 604, on the sixth floor of the Chicago 
Opera-House Building.

Q.—Did you see any one eise in the room at the 
time you saw him there? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Do you know’the other man you saw there? 
A.—No, sir. 

Q.—How was he, as compared to this young 
man, in height? A.—He was a heavier man than 
this man. He was probably alittle taller, but 
not much, 

Q.—Where’ did you see this man whom you 
pointed out? A.—Up close to the window, wash- 
ing his feet.

A.—In Mr. Snell's office looking from the window 
across the street into that flat. 

Q.—Did he look at you? A.—Yes, sir.

A SMALL PLURALITY. 


The Iowa Democrats Carry Their State 
Ticket by a Narrow Margin—A Repub- 
lican Majority of 11 on Joint Ballot in 
the Legislature—Indications That Pro- 
hibition Was Kesponsible for the Land~ 
slide—J. & Clarkson on the Result.

would be some losses from prohibition, but 
no such general changes were anticipated. 

Now that the unexpected has happened 
there are any number of explanations offered 
in great confidence by those who always 
know why athing happened. If the State 
ticket alone had suffered less importance 
might be attached to thteinfluence of prohi- 
bition, but while the State ticket was slaugh- 
tered the legislative candidates were 
also. There seemed to be a_ gen- 
eral desire covering all parts of the 
State to eive  probibition a black 
eye. While a vote for the Democratic candt- 
date for Governor would be taken as a re- 
buke to prohibition, it was not half so effect- 
ive as a vote for a Democratic member for 
the Legislature. County after county that 
had good, safe Republican majorities hereto- 
fore either wiped out the Republican major!t- 
ty or cutitdown. So some of the best Re- 
publican counties made the poorest showing. 

Much of this result was due to the indiffer- 
ence and inactivity of the professed and 
prominent temperance people. They seemed 
to think that the Republican party was in 
duty bound to take care of prohibition and 
would do so without any care or assistance 
from them. On the other hand the oppo- 
nents of prohibition of every description, 
faith, and creed worked with more enthusi- 
asm and energy than ever before. The anti- 
Prohibitionists turned out and voted toa 
man. The Prohibitionists by the thousand 
did not-take enough interestin the result to 
go to the polls. ' 

PROHIBITION UNPOPULAR. 

Perhaps a majority of the peopie of lowa 
are not yet opposed to ,Prohibition personal- 
ly, but there are that nfimber evidently who 
“sind disgusted at the way the law has 
been  inforced by disreputable methods 
or at the way it has been openly 
violated in some places and are disgusted 
at the indifference of the chief triends 
of prohibition who ought to raily to 
the defense of the law. Coatinual hammer- 
ing wears away the stone and the continual 
attacks upon prohibition and the charges of 
its opponents—some doubtless false, some 
equally true—have tired out and prejudiced a 
great many people against the law and made 
them feel like giving it up. Prohibition un- 
doubtedly is responsible for the greater part 
of the havoc in the Republican party of this 
year. 

There are various other causes assigned 
by different individuals. Some complain 
that President Harrison’s slowness in chang- 
ing the offices is largely responsibie for the 
apathy of Republicans. A great many Iowa 
Republicans are of the old-fashioned kind, 
mail when Republicans are on ° top. 
Few changes of prominent Federal 
officers have been made in 
this State. The Democrats still 
have the’ United States Marshais, District 
Attornevs, Pension Agent, and until recent- 
ly the Revenue Collectors, and many of the 
important post-oflices, with a great many of 
the minor offices. Some Republicans think 
that the President’s indifference towards 
‘*the boys in the trenches”’ has caused equal 
indifference .on their part to the suc- 
cess of the Kepublican party. Of 
course there are many charges 
treachery to the ticket bein passed, 
as might be expected. Some ciaim that Mr. 
W heeier’s friends in Northwést lowa failed 
to stand by the ticket as they had promised; 
others, that Gov. Larrabee damned Hutchi- 
son with faint praise; others, that the rail- 
road men cut the ticket, thinking that 
Hutchison was loaded down too heavily with 
granger indorsements; others, that the 
graugers went back on him because they 
thought he was too friendly toward the rail- 
roads. 

One can hear almost any explanation of 
the defeat that he wants. But probably lit- 
tle weight is to be attached to the charges 
that are hastily made. It can safely be said 
that no one cause can be assigned as the sole 
explanation for the defeat, but that many

party had been in power in this State for

better than the Republicans. In Plymouth 
County, for instance, on a vote of 300 smaller 
than last year, the Democrats doubled their 
majority. They pursued good tactics in mak- 
ing a strong campaignin the heavy Demo- 
cratic counties with a view to getting 
out all their votes. They trusted to 
Republican indifference, bad nominations, 
and opposition to prohibition to help 
them in Republican counties.

The Landslide Due to the Prohibition and 
Sunday-Closing Issues. 

WasniInerox, D. U., Nov. 6.—First Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Clarkson, being 
asked for an expression of his views concern- 
ing the results of yesterday’s elecuon, said: 

“The invariable results of the year follow- 
ing Presidental elections have repeated 
themseives this year. There are Many sur- 
prises in the Republican defeats, but they 
come from local causes in every State except 
Virginia, and there the result was gained by 
the usual methods of fraud, suppression, and 
false counting. A Democratic State election 
board, elected by a Democratic Legislature, 
appoints all the judges of election and the 
law clothes these election judges with police 
court powers, and they can order any voter 
they please to jail for the day, and reign 
ebsolute in arbitrary power. The Repubtiic- 
ans of Virginia did not have the selectuuon of 
a single judge of election in the whole State. 
With such machinery the Democratic major- 
ity might easily have been 100,000 instead of 
30,000. The negro is disfranchised. In 
Virginia the black men give up 
their right to hold the offices, 
and now the Democrats demand taat 
they shall not exercise any choice even as 
between the white men who are to hold the 
oftices. Gen. Mahone and the Republicans 
made a gallant and splendid fight, and had 
an honest majority of the voters of the State 
with them on the tariff and State debt ques- 
tions; but nothing can go against a complete 
and skillful system of fraud. The attempt to 
coupie the National Administration copn- 
spicuously with this defeat is undeserved, as 
the President simply showed the same friend- 
ly interest in Mahone that he did in the Re- 
publican’ candidates in other States. 

“The causes operating in Onio and Iowa 
were largely the same—evidently and mainly 
a reaction against radical temperance and 
Sunday legisiation. The Sunday law and 
the enforcement of it changed Hamilton 
County and its Germans against the Repub- 
lican party, and Gov. Foraker, despite his 
splendia record and his almost matchless

1,500 plurality, and two years ago by 6,000 
rms The counties bordering on the 

ississippi River having large cities, such 
as Dubuque, Davenport, and Burlington—all 
of them with a European or foreign-born 
population holding a majority of the votes— 
are intensely anti-prohibition, and they have 
voted overwhelmingly against the Repub- 
lican party because it stood in that State for 
the law and itsenforcement. There was also 
some Republican dissatisfactaon and alien- 
ation on account of the present Governor’s 
extreme views on the railroad question and 
his irritating enforcement of the railroad 
laws. Butlowahas been gradually losing 
its Republican majority for years. ver 30,- 
000 Republicans have left the State, going 
into the Dakotas, Kansas, and the South- 
western country, while the later immigration 
to the State has been largely Democratic 
This year’s results are in the main simply in- 
creased evidences of the indisposition of a 
majority of the American people to accept 
prohibition and too radical legisiation on 
questions that are moral and sovial rather 
than political.”’ 


MONTANA IS SIMMERING DOWN, 


Democrats, However, Will Keep Up the 
Fight in the Legislature. 

HELENA, Mont., Nov, 6.—[Special.|—The 
general sentiment is that the decision of the 
State Canvassing Board has settled the elec- 
tion contest until the Legislature convenes. 
While the Democrats feel sore over their de- 
feat, they cannot but feel that they are glad 
that the State will soon be admitted, and say 
they will keep up the fight on the floor of the 
Legisiature. This they will be enabled 
to do from the fact that the 
members of the Legislature have two 
different certificates of eisction, one 
from the County Clerk of a county from 
which they were elected and one from the 
State Canvassing Board. The old Territo- 
riallaw makes it the duty of the county 
clerks to issue certificates of election to mem- 
bers of the Legisiature, while the new con- 
stitution imposes that duty on the State 
Board of Canvassers. In Silver Bow County 
both Democratic and Republican legislative 
candidates have received these certificates, 
the former from the Couniy Clerk and the 
latter from the State Canvassing Board, con- 
sequentiy there will probably be two sets of 
candidates from that county applying for 
seats when the Legislature convenes. 

Inasmuch as the Repuolicans have abso- 
lute control of the Senate and a quorum of 
both Houses, no doubt the Habatileen mem- 
bers from Bilver bow will be seated, as the 
Lieutenant-Governer and State Auditor. both 
Republicans, will cali the Legisiature to or- 
der.. Still, so close is the resuit, the Demo- 
crats, reinforced by the ten Democratic can- 
didates from Silver Bow who hold county 
certificates, will also number more than 
enough to constitute a quorum. Itis now 
openly stated that the Democrats will organ- 
ize one Legislature and the Kepublicans an- 
other, eacn having a quorum. If. this can 
be done there will be four United States 
Senators elected, two by the Republicans 
and two by the Democrats, which wouid 
further complicate matters and throw the 
Montana election contest into the Senate of 
the United States. But the consummation of 
the plan is doubtful, since the Democrats 
would find nobody to call their Houses to 
order, both officers charged with this duty 
being Kepublicans. The Democrats are des- 
perate, however, and if there is any way in 
which they can accomplish this program 
they will undoubtedly use it.. There is no 
danger, however, but that Montana will send 
two Republican Senators to the next Con- 
gress.

TRAINING OF SKILLED NURSES. 


Work of the HUlinolis School as Set Forth 
by Mrs. Thomas Burrows. 

At the ninth annual meeting of the Illinois 
Training School for Nurses held at the “ Nurses’ 
Home” Tuesday afternoon reports of Becretary 
and Treasurer weré read and accepted and five 
members of the Board of Directors werte reélect- 
ea for another five years. The board elected of- 
ficers as toliows: President, Mrs. C. B. Law- 
rence; Vice-Presidents, Mrs. J. M. Flower and 
Mrs. A. A. Carpenter; Recording Secretary, Mrs, 
Thomas Burrows; Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. 
J. V. Farwell Jr.; Treasurer, Mrs. Henry L. 
Frank. 

Mrs. Thomas Burrows, Recording Secretary, 
submitted the following report: 

“Mrs. President.and Ladies: In presenting 
to you today the ninth annual reportof the Iili- 
nois Training School for NursesJ find there is 
little to be said that will be of interest except 
the statistics of the last year’s work. July 1 
dur Superintendent, Miss Isabel 
us and was succeeded by Miss Virginia Field, a 
graduate of Believue. The position of Superin- 
tendent demands not only athorough kKnowl- 
edge of the . ork’ of training nurses, but great 
éxecutive ability, firmness, and patience, and 
we think we have these requisites in our new 
Superintendent. 

* Wenow havecharge of ali the nursingin 
Cook County and Presbyterian ‘hospitals. In 
the former there are twelve wards and jn the lat- 
ter three. There are now eighty-two Nurses and 
eight probationers in the school. Thirty-four 
graduated in June. There have been 217 formal 
applications to enter the scbool; sixty-eight were 
accepted on probation, fifty of this number were 
retained as pupilnur-es. Fournurses have been 
discharged for cause, and one honorably dis- 
charged on account of ill health. There are six- 
ty-two registered graduates. 

‘“*Mrs, Pitkin has given fourteen lessons in in- 
valid cooking. There have been 121 formal reci- 
tations to the two Assistant Superintendents, 
Miss Draper and Miss Maclsaac, and tuirty-two 
queries by Miss Hampton. The following lect- 
ures have been given to the whole sthool: Six 
by Dr. Jaggard on aseptic nursing in obstctrics; 
six by Dr. Knox on the anatomical pecul- 
jarities and diseases of children; six by 
Ur. Parkes on nursing in abdominal sur- 
gery and the administering of anmsthetics; 
three by Dr. Etheridge on muteria medica, five 
by Dr. Bridge on medical emergencies: two by 
Dr. Quine on nursing in fevers; one by_Dr. Ste- 
Yenson on private nursing; one by Dr. Julia 
Holmes Smith on private nursing; three by Dr. 
Hektoen on poisons and urinalysis; one by Dr. 
Culburn on care of the ear; two by Dr. Charlies 
Adams on general surgery; one by Dr. Brandt on 
diphtheria; and one by Miss Hampton on the 
ethics of nursing. 

*“ There have been 830 calls for private nurses, 
and all these calls have been from those who 
could afford to pay the prices charged by the 
graduates or by the school. I cannotclose my 
report without referring to a work in this con- 
nection which I with other members of the board 
hope most earnestly to see accomplished in the 
near future. Itis the work of gratuitous nursing 
among the poor. I would aiso suggest a scale 
of compensation graded, accoraing to the 
means of the employer.’ There are in this 
city today thousands of cierks and oth- 
er salaried men who when §_ sieknees 
enters their families can obtain only inferior 
nurses, because they cannot afford to pay for 
those who are trained. I know we cannot do 
this now, because we cannot afford it. If, how- 
ever, our institutions were liberally endowed 
this would be possible and would supply one of 
the deepest felt wants in our city. This is not 
the place, nor is it my province to suggest meth- 
ods; nor would I advocate any reduction from 
our present prices to those who could afford to 
pay then?: but in the case of a patient unable to 
pay such I would like to see a reduction made, 
the compensation fixed at a figure to be named, 
say. by the attending physician, and the Board 
of Directors pécuniarily able to accept that. - 

‘* The idea obtains among the public’ that we 
are self-supporting and therefore require no en- 
dowments. Nothing could be more erroneous or 
more prejudicial to the highest interests of the 
schoo! than this supposition. ‘Tne present board 
is comprised largely of the same women, who, 
nine years ago, were called together In the house 
of our President to take the initiatory steps in 
this great undertaking. Frem that day to this 
those ladies never lostsight of the great need 
of ‘district nursing’ among the poor, but hither- 
to it has been an impossibility. With a debt of 
$12,000 on our Nurses’ Home we have hae to con- 
sider the financial problem of making ends meet 
to the exclusion of all such benevolen’ desires. 
With a handsome endowment, howevcr,we coulda 
afford to be generous in this direction. If this 
one thing could be accomplished I think our 
school would be equal to any in the country, 

“The average number in the home has been 
ninety. Thanks to our efficient matron, Mrs. 
Saunders, itis indeed a ‘home’ to our nurses 
and a source of pride .and satisfaction to our 
bourd. The Boara of Directors desires to thank 
the physicians who have so kindly lectured to 
the nurses. Thanks are extended also to Warcen 
Stephens and the County Commissioners for 
courtesies to the school. 

The Treasurer. Mrs. Henry L. Frank, reported 
that the receipts for the year had been $25,007, 
and expenditures $24, 192.

‘BEATEN BY LIQUOR MEN 


CAUSE OF TGE REPUBLICAN DEFEAT 
| IN NEW YORK. 

Mayor Chapin’s Ke-election in Brooklyn 
Puts Him in the Gubernatorial Field— 
Bill and the Presidential Nomination— 


Tammapy Hall an Uncertain Factor—‘ 


The Outrage on Mahone—Revised Pic- 
tures from Massachusetts, Maryland, and 
Virginia. 


New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.|—The as- 
Sault of the rum power and some dissatisfuc- 
tion because more changes have not been 
made in Federal appointments were too 
much for the Republicans in New York and 
New Jersey. The result in both States yes- 
terday is attributed mainly to these causes. 
The liquor question cut the greatest figure. 
Wherever the saloon influence could be used 
it was thrown against the Republican candi- 
dates. In both New York and New Jer- 
sey Republican legislators have passed 
laws restricting the liquor traffic. These 
statutes have been defeated by the vetoes of 
the Democratic Governors. This year in 
both States the Republicans were again com- 
mitted to the enactment of reforms in this 
direction. The Democrats announced their 
readiness to defeat them. With the issues 
thus made up the Republicans of the two 
States wenf into the fight. The liquor inter- 
ests allied themselves with the Democrats, 
as they did in Ohio and Iowa. In many 
places the Hepublicans seemed indifferent, 
and with this apathy in the ranks the com- 
bination proved too strong for the working 
members of the party. 

The tariff reformers and mugwumps are 
trying to gain comfort outof theiraliegations 
that the result shows the effects of Cleve- 
land’s ‘‘campaign of education,’”’ but the 
tariff had little to do with it. Democratic 
gains were made only where the liquor in- 
terest was strong, anc not in those 
districts ‘where a discussion of the 
tariff would be likely to. cut. any 
figure. It is doubtful whether the 
so-called dissatisfaction over Federal ap- 
pointments had much to do with the result. 
Great hopes had been built on carrying 
Brookiyn. A Cabinet officer, the Surveyor of 
the Port of Néw York, and tne Pension Com- 
missioner had been appointed from Brooklyn. 
Other good places had  ~been  fiiled 
from there and it was hobed_ that 
enough gains in yotes would result to enable 
the Republicans to elect their nominee for 
Mayor. There appears to have been no 
foundation for these hopes. Mayor Chapin’s 
reélection makes him the most prominent 
candidate for the nomination for Governor 
on the Democratic ticket: Outside of the 
immediate contirmation cf the Democrats in 
their present offices this seems to be the 
most important result of the Brooklyn eiec- 
won, 

ELECTION OF HILL’S STATE TICKET. 

The election of Hill’s State ticket means 
that he will from now out be an open and ag- 
gressive candidate for the Democratic Presi- 
dential nomination. When be forced Tabor 
ana Wemple on the State ticket Clevelana’s 
friends hoped they would be defeated on ac- 
count of their connection with , the 
State-House ceiling scandal and that 
this would prove the complete 
downfall of Gov. Hill. Wile 
it is true that Goy. Hill’s pet nominees ran 
10,000 behind their fellow candidates, their 
election by 12,000 plurality over the Repub- 
icaw candidates is sufficient to fasten Hiil’s 
grip on the State machine so firmly that 
Cleveland cannot shake it off mniess he can 
induce the Tammany Halli Democrats to fight 
his battle for him. 

The only disappointing feature of the re- 
sult to Hill is the tact that he has not got to 
apoint where he can be independent of 
Tammany. The sweeping victorv of that 
section of Democrats yesterday has given 
it absolute control of this city, and 
without this city’s support no Demo- 
crat can get a nomitation for President. 
The County Democracy will not cut any fig- 
ure hereafter. ‘Yestertlay that orgahization 
cast only 20,000 yotes. There may be a re- 
organization of that section of the party, but 
for the next three years Tammany Hal! will 
be supreme, Whether|it will support Cleve- 
jand or Hiliis what neither of these gentic 
men can now find out, and this uncertainty 
will give both a good deal of trouble 
hereafter. There is some little talk about 
the possibility of Campbell of Ohio coming 
to the front as a Presidential possibility. but 
there is no probability that his boom will 
ever amount to anvthing. No one believes 
that a Democratic triumph in Ohio is lasting, 
and the leaders would never risk the elec- 
tion on the possibility of carrying that State 
in the Presidentia) year. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Noy. 6.—[Special.|—The 
corrected returns make, the Democratic plu- 
rality on the head of tlie State ticket 21,000. 
This 1s an increase of 1,000 on the vote of 
two years ago, when the same offices 
were voted for. The Senate stands: Ro- 
publicans, 19; Democrats, 13—a loss of one to 
the Republicans.

An Apparent Falling Off inthe Republican 
' Vote and the Causes Therefor. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 6.—[{Speciai. |—Re- 
turns of yesterday’s clection bave been re- 
ceived from all the cities and towns of the 
State except one, and these give Brackett 
(Rep.) for Governor a plurahty of 5,979. 
Last year the vote stood 180,849 for 
Ames (Rep.), 152,789 for Russell’ (Dem.), 
and 9,374 for Earie (Labor), Gov. Ames receiv- 
ing a plurality over Russeli of 28.069 and a 
clear majority over all of 18,695. Biackmar, 
the Prohibitionist candidate, received 1,300 
votes, the largest number ever given 
that party. There are several reasons for 
this apparent falling off in . Republican 
strength. In the first piace, the total this 
year is something like 60,000 less than it was 
in -1888, and in a State which ‘is 
so strongly Republican -any great fali- 
ing off in the aggregate vote princi- 
pally affects. the dominant party. Then 
the. bitterness of the preliminary canvass 
was entirely neutralized by the harmonious 
outcome of the convention which nominated 
Mr. Brackett, and for various reasons, either 
because of his temperance record or owing to 
a feeling of uncertainty as to his position on 
the butter question, or on accountof bis 
alleged connection with the State ring, or be- 
cause-of disappointment in the failure of Mr. 
Crapo securing the nomination, Mr. Brackett 
lost many votes... This is seen in the fact 
that Mr. Haile, the Lieytenant Governor, ran 
shead of him cousiderabiy. The indignation 
of Mr. Crapo’s friends and neighbors 
is easily traceable in Mr. Brackett’s josses in 
Barnstable and Bristo! Counties. The Demo- 
crati¢ rows in Boston lost the party 500. Tae 
Executive Council,will stand as at present— 
seven Kepublicans and one Democrat— 
and the latest political make-up of tie 
Legislature, according to returns, is as 
follows: Senaté—29 Republicans and 11 Demo- 
crats, against 32-Republican and 8 Democrats

Increased Representation in the Legisia- 
ture—Democratic Fraud«. 

Bautrmore, Md., Nov. 6.—[Special. |—Fair- 
ly complete returns from the counties show 
that the Republicans have made large gains 
in Maryland and their representatives in 
the next Legislature will be largely in- 
creased. For the first time in many years 
the solid Democratic delegation from this 
city has been split, the Republicans electing 
the six members from the Third District, 
which is part of the Fourth Congressional 
District that last year chose a Republican 
Congressman for the first time. The last 
House of Delegates consisted of 71 Democrats 
and 20 Republicans, The next House wiil 
be made of 59 Democrats, 31 Republicans, 
and 1 doubtful. In the Senate the Republic- 
aus have also increased their representation 
from four to eight. In Southern Mary- 
land the Republicans did splendidiy. 
Prince George’s, the home of ex-Congress- 
man Barnes Gompton, elects the entire Re- 
publican ticket. ‘he hardest biow to Gor- 
man is the defeat of his brother-in-law, 
Stephen Gamorill, for State’s Attorney for 
Prince George’s County bv Charles E. Coffin, 
Republican. The §$Democratic major- 
ity on the State ticket has been 
greeny reduced, the majority for

THE OUTRAGE ON GEN, MAHONE, 


A Conspiracy to Humiliate Him in the 
. Hour of His Defeat. 


PEeTerssura, Va., Nov. 6.—[Special. |—Some 
new light was thrown today on the conspiracy 
to humiliate Gen. Mahone. Petersburg is a 
large town, but the number of Democrats in 
itissmall. Those of the Bourbons who do 
express themselves are forcible enough in 
fenouncing the outrage, and they express 
regret at the occurrence just at this time, 
because it is sure to cause reaction in Gen. 
Mahone’s favor. Methods of political assas- 
sination never reached a lower depth. From 
the testimony of the party which went to 
the Mahone homestead to celebrate the vic- 
tory of McKinney 1t was made clear that the 
party was formed for this purpose. Their 
leader was Charles Romaine, a manufacturer 
of fireworks. Romaine 1s a New Yorker by 
birth ana his father was a Democratic poli- 
tician of some note in the Empire State. 
Young Komaine has lived in Virginia for 
twelve or fifteen years, and has become more 
intolerant than the natives. 

It is possible that the shot which pierced 

Herbert Harrison’s leg was fired by some one 
in the yard, but there is bardly the possibili- 
tv ofadoubt that the shooting was done 
while Gen. Mahone and. Messrs. Campbell 
and Barbierre were in the library. Two or 
three of the crowd intimated that they 
thought Butler Mahone might have done the 
firing, but when giving their evidence last 
night they studiously refrained from hinting 
atit. This disciosed a curious state of af- 
fairs. Despite the social ostracism which 
Gen, Mahone has had to endure for his polit- 
ical principles his son Butler is one of the 
most popular young men in the town and is a 
leader in social events, Nearly ali the young 
fools who nade up the serenading party are 
his warm friends. Harrison, who was shot, 
is his bosom companion, while Romaine was 
also pretty close to him. Butler Mahone is 
also known to be quick witht his revolver, 
and 1s greatly respected on tbat account. 
e The midnight court last night was one of 
the most remarkable sights ever witnessed. 
Mayor Coilier, who presided, would have 
mnade the meanest justice that ever existed 
grow smaller and meaner. He allowed the 
swaggering Romaine to run things. The 
whole end was accomplished when the May- 
or declared the evidence sufficient to hold 
Gen. Mahone. A conspiracy had been tormed 
to humiliate and degrade Gen. Mahone in 
the hour of politica! defeat and in the eyes of 
the conspirators it ‘had succeeded, though 
they could not conceal tho'r uncomfortable 
feelings under his contemptuous glances. 

The doctor said today that young Harrison 
Was getting along all right and he appre- 
hended poftdanger. Harrison was well enough 
to see his friends durmg the day, and those 
friends tried to persuade him that he must 
prosecute Gen. Mahone. He finally made 
a statement that while he didn’t know that 
Gen. Mahone shot him, in virtue of the pres- 
ence of the General in the yard, and 
the firing from the yard, he thoucht 
the General’s arrest all right and 
would prosecute. Charles Romaine was also 
seen, The only material statement he made 
was to deny that he was drunk last night. 
Romaine declared there were three shots 
from the vard and Gen. Mahone must have 
fired them, because he was the only one of 
the party who had arifie. The procedure in 
Gen. Mahone’s case is simple. The court to 
which he 1s bound over in $2,500 bail meets 
the third Thursday in December; Judge Ber- 
nard presides. The Prosecuting Attorney 
proposes an indictment which is submitted to 
agrand jury. The grand jury examines wit- 
nesses and on their testimony decides 
whether the indictment shall be returned. 
The commonwealth will prosecute Gen. Ma- 
hone. If convicted he would be liable to a 
sentence of not less than one nor more than 
ten years in the penitentiary. 

RicHMOND, Va,, Nov. 6.—Outof 100 coun- 
tiesin this State 79 have been heard from. 
Out of fourteen cities, returns have been 
received from nine. Every city and 
county shows a gain for McKinney 
over the vote of 1888. Thus far the Demo- 
crats have elected 7U members to the House 
of Delegates and29 to the Senate. The com- 
position of the last\ Legislature was: House, 
63 Demuvcrats, 37 Republicans; Senate, -26 
Democrats, 14 Republicans. The latest es- 
timate of the vote of the State gives McKin- 
nev 30,000 majority. 

The Republicans have elected twenty-four 
members of the House of Delegates, with five 
counties to be heard from, und eleven mem- 
bers of the Senate, with two districts to hear 
from. 

Danvitte, Va., Nov. 6.—Pennsylvania 
County gives McKinney 1,991 majority, ex- 
clusive of Danville and North Danville: 
Halifax County, 2,305; Franklin County, 
1,050. The peopie of South Boston, Halifax 
County, are ‘terribly excited over the at- 
tempted assassination yesterday of R. R. 
Hoblin and others by negroes who fired upon 
the party from ambush. Mr. Hoblin was 
shot in the eye, and Julian Chappell was also 
shot but not seriously. Three negroes have 
been arrested and were brought here tonight 
for safe-keeping. 


WASHINGTON’S LEGISLATURE READY. 


Awaiting the President’s Proclamation— 
Temporary (Officers Elected. 

Otympia, Wash., Nov. 6.—The Leyislature 
metin joint informal session today and re- 
quested the -members of the Supreme Court 
and the two Governors of the Territory and 
State to meet them and advise asto the best 
course to pursue as to organizing the 
Legislature pending the issuing of the Pree- 
idential proclamation. The Supreme Court 
declined on the ground that they might be 
forced afterwards to give formal decision on 
the legality of the decision and the Govern- 
ors on the ground that it was not their proyv- 
ince. The members then resolved to act on 
the hint given in the message from 
the President referring them to the 
twenty-fourth clause of the enabling 
act and the action taken by 
South Dakota. Accordingly the Clerks of 
the Territoriai Legisiature called bothHouses 
together at noon. The Lieutenant-Governor 
presided in the Senate, which, after elect- 
ing ©. M. Barton Temporary Secretary 
and appointing a Committee on Cre- 
dentials, adjourned until noon  tomor- 
row. in the House J. W. Feighhan 
ot Spokane was chosen Speaker pro tem. 
The members were then sworn in on certif- 
icates fromthe Secretary of tae Territory 
based on the”returns and the House ad- 
journed until tomorrow. It is thought that 
tomorrow the Legislature will take a recess 
until noon ‘Tuesday, when the Presi- 
dént’s proclamation will have been is- 
sued. It is said, however, that 
Gov. Ferry has: thought cf a -pian 
to get out of the muddle which he will make 
known tomorrow. No message was received 
from the President today.

ELECTION COMPLICATIONS. 


WORK OF THE CANVASSING BOARD 
WILL BE CLOSELY WATCHED. 


Several Important Questions Will Be Raised 
as to the Commissioners—What Consti- 


tutes the City District?—An Appeal to 
the Courts May Be Necessary—The Dem- 


ocrats and Laborites at Outs Over the. 


Result—The Drainage District Election 
— Opinions. 


The Canvassing Board will begin work 
upon Tuesday’s returns this afternoon. There 
is no reason to believe that the canvass will 
change the resuit, but it will be followed 
with scrutinizing eyes by the candidates for 
Commissioners. There seems to be no doubt 
that the ten Democratic candidates received 
the highest votes for Commissioners in the 
ola city district as well as in the new city. 
But the question will arise as to whether 
Messrs. Bonner and Kelly are eligibie. 
Judge Prendergast, Dr. Bridge, Luke Coyne, 
S. 5. Gregory, and Mr. Sugg of the Can- 
vassing Board have all expressed the belief 
that the first twenty-four wards constitute 
the city district and that the ten new wards 
and the county towns constitute the county 
district. This being the case, if the point is 
raised that the vote of the first twenty-four 
wards alone be counted for the city candi- 
dates the canvassers must concur or stultify 
themselves. 

Then another complication arises: If the 
old city constitutes the city district are Kel- 
ly and Bonner, who live outside the old dis- 
trict, eligible? The Constitution provides 
that ten be elected from tne city district. 
This is construed by Corporation Counsel 
Hutchinson to mean that the candidates 
must be residents of the district. It is be- 


aweved the canvassers agree with Mr. Hutch- 
inson in this matter. 


They would, there- 
fore, exclude Bonner and Kelly from the 
city canvass and would, as a consequence, 
be compellea to declare Spry and Engel- 
hardt, the two Republicans receiving the 
highest number of votes, elected. But Bon- 
ner and Kelly and Spencer and Sceisswoht 
received more votes in what constituted the 
old county district. than any of the five Repub- 
lican candidates whose names were printed on 
the county district ticket. Will Bonner, Kelly, 
Spencer, and Sceisswohl be declared elect- 
ed with Cool, who received tne highest vote 
of any on the county district ticket? Those 
questions will present themselves to the Can- 
vassing Board before the end of the week, and 
&@ member of the board said last evening that 
undoubtedly there would be a case made up 
for the Supreme Court involving all the 
points at issue, that it would be submitted 
during the present month, and that a speedy 
decision would be requested. 

‘* The case,’’ said he, “can be more easily 
determined now than at any other time. Un- 
less it 18 settied it will crop up again and 
again. It can be amicably settled now, and 
in my judgment before the time when the 
new members will be called on to take their 
seats.’”’ Mr. Gregory, however, was not so 
positive about what ought to be done, and 
said the Canvassing Board had no authority 
to pass on the eligibility of candidates and 
would not do so. Tne matter, however, 
might come up in such a shape that the board 
would have to take cognizance of the matter. 

It iscertain that tue friends of candidate 
Kelly of Lake are feeling quite uneasy about 
the matter. They propose as®a solution that 
only eight Commissioners trom tne city be 
declared elected, thut the two outside candi- 
dates, Bonner and Kelly, make, application 
for a mandamus to the Supreme Court to 
compel the canvass of thé vote for them. 
The decision would settle the legat question. 
If against them then they could be selected 
as members of the board to fill out vacancies 
of less than a year in duration. 

DEMOCKATS AND LABORITES OUT. 

Capt. Jack Stephens’ election to the Re- 
cordership is a sore blow to the Democratic 
bosses. They were sure that they wouid 
elect Crawford. They had pienty ot cash for 
campaign purposes. They counted on the 
solid support of the Laborites and on the 
apathy of the Republicans. At 10 0’clock 
Tuesday evening they thought they had won 
and began to. ceiebrate. They began soon 
thereafter to hear from the country towns 
and chanced their minds. They would not 
believe the reports of the returns as printed 
in the morning newspapers. They swore at 
rural voters and professed to believe that 
the returns from the country towns were 
doctored. 

Later in the day there wasa meeting at 
the Democratic headquarters at which Chair- 
man Hutchinson, Secretary Strain, Clayton 
E. Crafts, ana Tom Gahan of Lake were 
present. Reports which purported to téfi of 
frauds committed at some of the rural pre- 
cincts Were submitted. It was claimed that 
one vrecinct of Caiumet which gave 102 Re- 
publican majority according to the returns 
really gave but2 majority. There was no 
evidence but mere rumor on which to base 
this charge, but the Democratic bosses de- 
termined to make a spiurge in the matter. 

Accordingly Mr. Crafts, Mr. Hutchinson, 
Mr. Strain, and Mr. Gahan made their way 
to the office of the County Judge, it is said, 
with the intention of asking for an order of 
court directing that the returns from the 
country towns should be safeiy guarded by 
special watchers. After a while it dawned 
on the visiting statesmen, that the Judge had 
no authority to issue such an order. They 
therefore withdrew, and it is uot likely that 
anything more on the subject will bé heard, 
though the Democrats will undoubtedly cry 
“fraud” for some days. 

Mr. Crawford himself accepts. his defeat 
philosophically. He is gratified at having 
made so good arun against so sjrong a man 
as Capt. Stephens. Some.of his supporters, 
however, are displeased. Mayor Cregier is 
one of them. He charges treachery against 
the labor leaders, especiaily those in the 
Twenty-fifth, Twenty-sixth, and Twenty- 
seventh Wards. Little Charley Dixon, also 
yells treachery, but his yelis are directed 
against the Demoé¢rats of the Stock-Yards 
region, and the siik, stocking Democrats. 
Altogether the situation is not pleasant be- 
tween the laborites and Democrats and 
tnere is talk of an open. rupture between the 
factions of the new local Democratic party. 
Crawford himself is’ anxious to restore 
peace. 

Tne Democratic bosses will recognize Craw- 
ford’s efforts in their behaif, and yesterday 
Edmanson and Schubert said that he would 
be offered the Wardenship of the County 
Hospital. Crawford will doubtless accept. 
But other labor leaders will demand to be 
placated also, and the Democratic Commis- 
sioners have not enough jobs to go around 
among their greedy foliowers. 

Clayton E. Crafts is said to be slated for 
County Attorney, and some Democratic phy- 
sician will be madé Superintendent of the 
Insane Asylum. Itis understood that Mr. 
Edmanson as President of the Board intends 
to nominate George H. Singles, how connect- 
ed with the wholesale house of Keith Bros., 
as purchasing agent of the board vice Mr. 
Jones, who will doubtless resign. 

Mr. Edmanson. announced yesterday that 
he and his colleagues would try to give effect 
to Joa Gruenhut’s platform. If they attempt 
this there will be squalls, 

THE DRAINAGE ELECTION. 

Judge Prendergast was asked yesterday a 
score of times how soon he would call the 
election for the Drainage Trustees, and his 
invariable reply was: *I don’t know that 
the Sanitary istrict has been established 
vet, and won’t know until the canvass of the 
vote is made. «It will be time enough then 
tothink about the election.”’ It has been 
suggested in some quarters that as there is 
doubt about the constitutionality of the act, 
particularly in reference to the provision 
governing the selection of trustees, @ 
test case be made for the Supreme Court be- 
fore the election is called. This test case 
could be submitted in the January term, and 
a decision would be rendered in time to order 
the election for the first Monday in April, 
when Aldermen and town officers are eiect- 
ed. There is much objection to another spe- 
ciaLelection this year. Judge Prendergast, 
however, inclines to the belief that as there 
is pot much doubt about the validity of tne 
act, the elecuon should be called without 
waiting for a Supreme Coart accision. 

Clayton E. Crafts and other local Demo- 
cratic leaders are urging the calling of the 
election before the holidays, and several 
would-be candidates are equally clamorous 
in the same direction. Some of the candi- 
dates are utteriy unt for the position. 
Jimmy Quinn, for instance, is a candidate. 
He was elected a memoer of the Legislature 
by accident, was a Sidewalk Inspector under 
Harrison, and is now connected in some 
way with the Stonecutter’s Union. | 
Ford, ex Ald. Jim Walsh’s partner iu 
the management of Democratic politics io 
the Seveuteenth Ward, and Tom Courtcday, 
a contractor residing m the Twelfth Ward, 
are also candidates. There are others of the 
same stripe. Among the fitting candidates

CHIEF MAYES TAKES A DEFIANT STAND. 


A Declaration of War Received from Him 
by the Com missioners. 

TanLequan, L T., Nov. 6.—[Special. |—-The 
following deciaration of war was received 
by the commission from Chiet Mayes. It 
virtually defies the act of Congress, the At- 
torney General, and the Secretary of the In- 
terior. Following is the letter: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, CHEROKEE NATION, 
TAHLEQUAH. Nov. 5., 1889.—Lucius Fairchild, 
Chairman of Cherokee Commission—Dear Sir: 
Yours of the 4th received subDmitting the letter 
of the Hon. J. W. Noble, Secretary of the In- 
terior, Washington, D. C., Oct. 26, 1889, pretend- 


‘ing to take the responsibility of removing cer- 


tain cattle that are now grazing on Cherokee 
land west of the Arkansas River and have been 
grazing there for the last ten or twelve years by 
permission of the Cherokee Nation,and for which 
the Cherokees have been deriving a considerable 
revenue, and with which privilege the predeces- 
soz of the honorable Secretary never pretended 
to interfere. I will simply say to you that the 
Cherokees do not recognize the right of Secre- 
tary Nobie to interfere with the sacred right 
that has belonged ty the Cherokees since their 
purchase and ownership of said land and will 
continue to collect revenue for this grazing priv- 
iiege until Secretary Nobile shall ‘see 
fit to deprive the Cherokees of this rev- 
enue by § ‘force, and even then the 
Cherokees will endeavor to protect their rights 
in the premises in a legitimate way. I acknowl- 
edge the receipt, through you, of the opinion of 
Attorney-General Shields, dated Washington, 
D. C.. Oct. 31, 1889, furnished Secretary Noble 
at your request, as to whether the saleof the 
land of the Cherokees by the National Council or 
Legislature to the United States would be a Wo- 
lation of the Cherokee Constitution. 1 have to 
say to you thatlI, as chief executive oficer of 
this nation, have taken on oath that I will pre- 
serve, protect, and defend the Constitution of 
the Cherokee Nation, and that my conscience 
end sensitive duty will govern me in this mat- 
ter, and not the opinion of the Attorney General 
or act of Congress creating: your commission, 
which bas no connection whatever With this mat- 
ter. Respectfully. 
J. B. Mayes, Cherokee Nation. 

Chief Maves’ boid letter to the Commis- 
sioners is the talk of the Cherokee Nation. 
The Washington authorities .have been ad- 
vised of thé defiant attitude of Chief Mayes. 
A meeting was held in Washington this 
morhing between the President and Secre- 
tary Noble. The Cherokee Commission are 
awaiting instructions. The gencerai belief is 
that the Admunistrauon will not recede from 
its position. 

The Commissiosers have just reccived a 
telegram from Secretary Nobie instructing 
them tosay to the Cherokees that if they 
will sell at once to the Government at $1.5 
per acre he (Nobic) will urge upon Congress 
the abrogation of the fifteenth article.

ACTION NEEDED AT ONCE, ~ 


CHICAGO SEWAGE EVILS SHOULD REe 
CEIVE IMMEDIATE ATTENTION, 


The Council Order Directing the Engineere 
ing Department to Take Measures to 
That End a Dead Letter—What Should 
Be Done and How It Can Be Accom- 
plished—Engineer Cooley Explains Ex- 
Mayor Koche’s Plan of Remedy and Its 
Advantages. 


In the latter part of July Ald. Cullerton in- 
troduced arorder or resolution in the Coun- 
cil requesting the Mayor and: the Engineer- 
ing Department to take some measures to 
provide for the greater or better dilution of 
the city sewage and its diversion from the 
source of the city water supply. he resolu- 
tion or order as originaily drafted 1 
fied to suit Mayor Cregier. It 
unanimously. Nothing has | 
since. Nothing has been donein the direc- 
tion which it pointed. 

It is true that a few weeks after the Mayor, 
with a considerable flouristrof trumpets, pro- 
posed a scheme for promoting some sort of 
circulation in the South Fork. When this 
came to be investigated it was found to be 
wholly :mpracticabie. The Canal Commis- 
sioners protested against pouring additional 
filth into the cunal witnout additional water 
for dilution. The Cregier scheme died. 

Some of the public journals, including Tas 
TRIBUNE, pointed out that something could 
be done in the way of diluting the 
Chicago sewage and rendering it less 
offensive to the people of the y 
and less dangerous to the health of the city 
by the erection of additional pumping works 
at Summit, which would pour some of the 
half diluted sewage into the Desplaines 
River, where it could be fully diiu by a 
flow of water through the Ogden Ditch and 
carried down the valley in an innocuous and 
inoffensive form. 

This plan originated with Mayor Roche. 
He suggested it as a preliminary to we 
greate: drainage scheme, and as a méans of 
temporary relief, which would bein the line 
of the more comprehensive work. 

L. E. Cooley, the civil engineer to whom 
Mr. Roche first proposed it, said yesterday: 

‘*Mayor Roche proposed it to me on a re- 
turn trip from Springfield, where we had 
been in the interestof the Drainage bill. He 
had previcusly instructed Mr. Johnson of the 
Engineering Department to make estimates 
of the cost of the work. Mr. Johnson report- 
ed that it would cost about $250,000.” 

“That was rather a large sum,” it was sug- 
gested. . 

_ “Well, yes; but the work would bein the 
line of the larger enterprise—a part of it in 
fact—and something of this character must 
be done vr we will be responsible for heavy 
damages to the valley people.” 

THE GENERAL PLAN. 

“What is the plan in brief?” ‘ 

* The cutting of the channel of the Des- 
plaines to Chicago datum and the erection of 
pumping-works at Summit to send someof 
the canal water ladep with sewerage to the 
Desplaines and the pouringin of water from 
the Ogden ditch to dilute 1t.”’ 

‘But would not the widening of the Og- 
den ditch also be a necessity ?” 

‘Yes. But the widening would be in the 
line of workon the main drainage ciannel. 
We will probably have to foliow the line of 
the Ogden ditch, and the widening and deep- 
ening now will countin our favor hereafter. 
A surface cut along the Desplaines so as to 
reduce it to Chicago datum would alse be in 
the line of the more comprehensive improve- 
ment. During the cutting of tne great canal 
we will have to divert the water into some par- 
allel channel, the channei such as Mr. Roche 
proposed would answer this purpose. It 
would enable us to keep the bed of the main 
channei dry, and would therefore facilitate 
our work.”’ 

** But why any surface cut at all?” 

“To prevent tne sewagt from spfeading 
out into the valley, stagnating, and causing 
a pestilence,”’ 

“Is it practical and 
work at once?’’ 

“Its an absolute necessity, in my opinion, 
to the health of the city. Thé sooner 
it is undertaken the better. The Coun- 
ml ought to be urged to action 
the matter pending 
the drainage trustees. 
every dollar spent on this will be so much 
saved in the cost of the general plan.. E 
dollar, too, will be weli invested for the safe- 
ty of the city. Itis the only practical plan 
of temporary relief that has been proposed. 
It will not only give relief but it wili aid in 
the development of what may be called the 
main channel plan.” 

Mayor Cregier is too busy with politics 
now to consider sanitary measures. It is un- 
derstood, however, that the scheme will be 
again urged on the attention of the Council, 
anc there 1s reason to believe that some ac- 
tion will be taken on it. 

The Canal Commissioners say they will in- 
sist on action in this matter, as the com- 
plaints of the river people are becoming more 
frequent and emphatic. 


TORONTO GIRLS LURED TO THEIR RUIN, 


Taken tu the States Under False Promises— 
Several Now in Chicago, 

Toronto, Ont., Nov. 6.—[Special.]/—Some 
months ago an advertisement appeared in 
Toronto dailies for young ladies to take Ilu- 
crative positions in the Western States, and 
a lurge number of Toronto girls applied for 
positions. Aboutadozenof the applicants 
were engeged and handed over to a woman 
to whom they were introduced by the agent. 
Under the guidance of this woman they 
left Toronto. The girls were told that they 
would be first sent to Chicago and after that 
distributed by employment agents.to vari- 
ous parts of the country according to their 
choice. This promise was never fulfilied.

WHY FORAKER WAS DEFEATED. 

There are two sufficient reasons for the 
defeat.of Gov. Foraker and the Republican 
slump in ‘Ohio, and itis needless to look be- 
yond them in accounting for the Democratic 
victory. Any other candidate under the 
same conditions would have met with the 
same fate. Gov. Foraker therefore hdés this 
much of consolation as he views the landslide 
which hasoverwhelmed him. _ 

One of these causes was the conviction of 
many Republicans that he had held the office 
long enough. The only third-termer before 
him was Goy. Hayes, and the experiment 
tnen did not give unmixed satisfaction. There 
was a widespread feeling among Republic- 
ans that having had two terms. he should 
step down anda out of that offiee and leave the 
field free to some other candidate who, un- 
der the circumstances, would be; more avail- 
able. When Foraker, however, refused to 
listen to any considerations and forced him- 
self upon the convention it only seemed to 
embitter the friends of other candidates and 
render them lukewarm in the campaign. 
They had sufficientiy warned the Governor 
and his backers of the danger which at- 
tached to his unavaildbility, but the latter 
were deaf to all remonstrances, forced tae 
Governor’s candidacy upon the party, and 
went into tne fight with the result which 


But there was another cause for his de- 
feat: The question of Sunday prohibition 
and Foraker’s course in connection there- 
with. A compulsory “dry” Sunday would 
have defeated any other candidate running 
under the same circumstances. When Mayor 
Smith of Cincinnati, recognizing the cosmo- 
politan character of its population and the 
social habits and customs of the German ele- 
ment which, coming down from generation 
to generation, had become a second nature, de- 
cided not to attempt to force the observy- 
ances ofthe Puritan Sabbath upon the Ger- 
mans, who believe they have as much right 
to go to their gardens and drink their beer 
Sunday as they have any other day, or as 
the Puritan has to drink his cdffee or tea, the 
radical clergy and their prohibition. follow- 
ers held numerous meetings and. denounced 
Mayor Smith, demanding that he should pro- 
hibit the Germans, who number one-third of 
the voters of Cincinnati, from having their 
beér Sunday. The Puritans promised their 
assistance to the candidates who should be 
pledged to this policy, and also guaranteed 
the assistance of the Lord in the election of 
the Sabbath ticket. Misled by their pledges, 
Gov. Foraker determined to, undertake the 
task of inducing Mayor Smtth to deprive the 
Germans of their Sunday beer. The result 
was the Teutons, who had drank beer, since 
Julius Ceesar’s time, kicked at this attempt 
to change them into strait-laced Puri- 
tans of the old New England sort. 


Gov. Foraker wrote a letter to Mayor 


Smith in which he said that if the Mayor 
was not prepared to enforce the Sunday anti- 
beer law he had better resign, going so far 
even as to say that if he had the power he 
would remove him if he did not. 

Mayor Smith, thus pressed, "threatened, 


and harassed, proceeded to close up the 


German saloons and beer-gardens Sun- 
day with the aid of the police, and since 
last spring has maintained a pretty “dry” 
Sunday “‘over the Rhine,” as the German 
quarter of the city is called. fhe result was 
what might be expected. 

The Democratic Christians failea to ma- 
terialize. Their votes were cast for Camp- 
bell and free beer. The Prohibitionists 
failed to materialize at the polls. Their 
pledges were thrown to the wind and they 
voted for tne Prohibition candidate in théir 
Own little side show of a party, Snough they 
had been yelling all over the State for For- 
aker and Sabbatarianism. The Germans 
got in their work by voting nearly solid for 
the Democratic ticket. The Christian Sab- 
batarian votes—Democratic and Prohibition 
—which were to offset the German defection, 
were not found when the Republicans count- 
ed up their ballots. They had gone to the 
Democratic and Prohibition candidates, and 
Foraker found himself up to his neck in the 
slough of defeat. He was defeated in a 
strong Repuplican State and was whipped ip 
his own city of Cincinnati by 7,500 majority, 
which Harrison carried.a year ago by 4,000 
votes, being a loss of over 11,000; and the 
20,000 Republican majority in the State has 
been changed into a pretty bad minority. 
The Prohibitionists, who left him in the 
lurch, could have saved him if half their 
votes had been given to him. But after 
using him they had no further use for him, 
and turned the State over to the “ wets”’ 
every day of the week, the “holy Sabbath”’ 
day included.

, REPUBLICAN LOSS IN IOWA, 

Heavy Democratic gains in the anti-prohi- 
bition cities and counties along the Missis- 
Sippi and an extraordinary falling off of the 
Reptblican vote in the interior and the 
northwestern part of the State explain the 
passing victory which the Democrats have 
won in lowa. When the present prohibitory 
law was adopted five years ago the Repub- 
licans lost heavily in the river counties, and 
the disaffection has increased,“as the conse- 
quences of paper prohibition and practical 
free whisky have been made plain, The en- 
forcement of prohibition proved impossible 
in communities where the majority opposed 
it. Even when the law was arrangea to deny 
trial by jury in liquor cases it remained adead 
letter in the river cities because public opin- 
ion did not supportit. If insuch communities 
Judges could be found disposed to enforce the 
State law prosecutors and witnesses could 
not be had. In the anti-prohibition towns 
where open saloons were’ abolished the 
traffic was merely transferref to‘the drug- 
stores or to secret drinking dens removed 
from police supervision—aoggeries of the 
worst possible character In other places 
like Dubuque and Davenport there was hard- 
ly a pretense of concealment, and dramshops 
multiplied without restraint and ran wide 
open. Taking advantage of this situation 
the Democrats in their recent State conven- 
tion pledged themselves to high license and 
locai option. Grasping at an opportunity to 
Stop the rule of free whisky and subject the 
saloons to a restrictive minimum tax of $500, 
and as much more as communities 
might favor, thousands of Republicans who 
had grown tired of free liquor voted for Boies 
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effective control of the liquor 
traffic. The high licénse and local option 
plank of the Democrats gained them a heavy 
vote in the river counties in addition to the 
Germans, who bolted to them en masse five 


| years ago, 


Possibly the Iowa Republicans might have 
stood the loss in the river counties if they 
had nominated a candidate and waged a 
campaign calculated to arouse the enthusiasm 
of the farmers and bring out a full Repub- 
lean vote in the rural sections of the State. 
With the farmers the great issue is the regu- 
lation and control of the railroads. Elected 
by a plurality of 6,000 four years ago Gov. 
Larrabee took strong ground on this ques- 
tion, with the result that the party was 
strengthened, and he was reélected two 
years ago by 16,000, and last year Harrison 
carried the State by 81,000. The party should 
have nominated to succeed Larrabee a man 
sure to carry out the Larrabee policy. 
Gov. Larrabee’s proper successor was 
Wheeler, the big Sac County farmer and ex- 
President of the State Agricultura Society. 
Wheeler is in every respect a representative 
Western farmer of the best class, but he was 
not nominated.. The farmer delegates to the 
convention kept him almost within reach of 
the nomination through many ballots, but 
were jockeyed out of the,nomjnation. The 
convention wasdeadlocked between W heeler 
and Hull, and “Hutchison, a man of not much 
popularity, was brought in as a *‘ compromise” 
candidate. The farmers who were euchered 
were not satisfied. They believed that we 
railroad attorneys had in the convention 
tricked them out of their favorite candidate. 
This suspicion was strengthened when in 
making reply to the demand of a farmers’ 
orgauization to state his postion Hutchi- 
son, while tgking ground n- support 
of the present Railroad law, dropped 
an expression to the effect that “in 
“transportation matters, as in everything 
“else, good management could come only 
‘¢ from those who know most about thesbusi- 
“ness.’?’ This was interpreted as meaning 
that the farmers should mind their own at- 
tairs and iet the railroads alone to charge 
what they pleased. From this time on the 
Democrats made a personal assault on Hutch- 
ison and he was made to suffer a line of at- 
tack that coula not possibly have been 
directed against Wheeler. Overlooking his 
action in the last Legislature in supporting 
the present radical Raiiroad law, the Demo- 
crats went buck several years and showed 
Hutchison’$ votes against the farmers on 
railroad control bills and general conserva- 
tive course in respect to corporations. They 
could not have fought, Wheeler on that line, 
but they made it tell heavily against Hutchi- 
son among the farmers, who ripped him up 
the back at the polls. 

The questions which have carried lowa to 
the Democratic side in an off year are purely 
local; On any National Republican issue and 
with a full vote there can be no doubt that 
Iowa is still a Republican State by a large 
majority. 


A GRINDING MONOPOLY. 

The London /J'inancial Times of Oct. 24 an- 
nounces that the shares and debentures of 
the Chicago & Northwest Granaries com- 
pany are ‘“‘over applied for’’ and that the 
list is closed. The capitalization is equal to 
about $1,200,000, in shares of $50 each, and 
the profits are expected to. be not less than 
15) per cent per annum. The property com- 
prises the Star elevator at Minneapolis, a 
flour mill at Canby, and seventy-five ele- 
vators along the Chicago & Northwestern 
road in Minnesota and Dakota. The busi- 
ness is reported in the prospectus as having 
paid dividends of 28 per cent in 1886, 22 per 
cent in 1887, and 30 per cent in 1888. ‘Tne in- 
formation is given that the country elevator 
pays four or five cents per bushel less than 
the wheat can be sold for, and also that it 
does *“‘considerable”’ in selling coal, seed, 
Sait, etc., to the farmers at the same time 
that the grain is bought. 

The statement is interesting as conveying 
@ much clearer idea of the character and ex- 
tent of the business than is possessed by the 
average citizen here. And there is little 
doubt that ths averments are substantially 
true, as they have been made the subject of 
verification by experts sent out from the old 
country. Itis told that the certified profits, 
as above noted, have been made on rates 
which were little above 50 per cent of the 
maximum rates allowed by law; that the 
business incurs no mercantile risk, as the 
grain is immediately resola either for pres- 
ent or future delivery, while the company is 
* protected by a margin, as in banking trdns- 
actions,‘ thus avoiding all elements of a spec- 
tulative nature.” The public is also assured 
that there is room for much further develop- 
ment. 

The signiticance of these admissions will 
perhaps be increased by the information that 
the new company is avowedly organized “to 
purchase or otherwise acquire, receive on 
deposit, store, manipulate, prepare for mar- 
ket, exchange, sell, or otherwise deal with 
and dispose of grain, coal, salt, and other 
produce of all kinds and descriptions; to 
carry on the businesses of millers, wharf- 
ingers, warehousemen, elevator owners, gen- 
eral merchants, exporters, carriers,” etc. In 
other words, the poor farmers in the section 
occupied by the elevators named appear to 
have been in the grasp of an octopus and to 
be threatened with the fate of the man pos- 
sessed of seven devils, of whom it was said 
that his last state should be worse 
than the first. They have’ been milked 
dry in the past by a combination 


which did its work $0 oilily and secretly that , 


it Was scarcely suspected, and was not even 
referred to in the convention of farmers re- 
cently called for the purpose of finding out 
what was the matter with their situation 
and devising a remedy if possible. It would 
be absurd to suppose that the area governed 
by the hitherto Van Deusen system was any 
worse off than the rest of the grain-growing 
country in the West. The only comparative 
advantage of the other lies in the fact that 
it is not yet threatened by the greater evil to 
be brought about by the investment of Brit- 
ish capital in the business of wringing out 
their hearts’ blood for the purpose of paying 
big dividends on a capital stock inflated suf.- 
ficientiy to cover the costs of “ promotion ”’ 
and otherwise.placing the stock of the con- 
cern on the other side of the Atiantic. 

The farmers of the West have in this mat- 
teratopic for thought and comparison of 
views which may result in practical benefit, 
such as can never be attained by discussions 
of the abstract or attempts to subvert the 
laws of political economy by impossible com- 
binations having for their object the contro! 
of the course of prices. It would be entirely 
proper for them to endeavor to make ar- 
rangements, legislative or otherwise, hav- 
ing for their object the prevention of such 
enormeus profits being made by any set of 
middlemen out of the results of their toil. 
We have scriptural .authority for the state- 
ment that “the laborer is worthy of his 
hire,” and this rule legitimately applies to 
those who work as carriers and distributers 
as well as to the men who confine them- 
selves to labor on the farm. But when it 
is ascertained that under the plea of paying 
what is earned by the first-named class the 
other is squeezed dry by a setof foreign 
drones, it becomes time to call a halt and see 
if something cannot be done to prevent the 
burden from being perpetuated, with an ever 


‘increasing weight to be borne by the pro- 
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tion would be in order to begin with, and 
while. the attention of the oppressed 
ones couid be directed to the effort of devis- 
ing some means for abolishing the more ob- 
noxious features of the present odious mo- 
nopoly, which is now grinding them as be- 
tween the upper and the nether millstone. 


CITY AND COUNTRY COMMISSIONERS. ° 

Up to 1870 this county was governed by @ 
Board of Supervisors made up of one man 
from each city ward, two from each city 
town, and one from each country town. 
Though the city had’ three-fourths of the 
population the country had a majority of the 
Supervisors and abused its power by taxing 
the former to make improvements 11 the 
latter. The constitutional convention de- 
cided to abolish the old unjust system and 
substitute a fairer one. As & compromise 
between the unwieldy Board of Supervisors 
of sixty members and the three County 
Commissioners of the Virginia-Kentucky 
plan of Southern Lliinois, it fixed the number 
of members at fifteen. Lest rty conven- 
tion should select all these from the city 
partof the county the convention divided 
the county into two districts so far as resi- 
dence was concerned. Of the fifteen mem- 
bers ten must live in and five outside of the 
then city. The term of Office and manner of 
election—on geaeral ticket or by districts— 
was leftto the Legislature. At first they 
were all elected on a general ticket, each 
voter voting for fifteen candidates. 

It was the belief of the convention that 
while the city was entitled to three-fourths 
of the members by reason of population, yet 
the outside towns, verhaps growing 
more rapidly than the city, would in the 
course of years have athird of the popula- 
tion of the whole county. And when in the 
course of time the towas approached the city 
in population that provision of the Constitu- 
tion could be changed and amended so @fito 
cure the inequality. The convention were- 
fore had in view two districts—the territory 
within the then city and that withoutit. It 
thought those districts with unchanged 
boundaries would answer all purposes of 
county government for many years. 

For seventeen years tie city boundaries 
remained unaltered. Then one Jefferson 
section was added. When the County Com- 
missioners were chosen a year ago the few 


‘votes in this secton were counted for city 


and not for country members. Nobody paid 
arly attention to it, for the territory involved 
wassosmall. But the annexation of June 
last has added to thé city the most populous 
of the suburbs, containing nearly a quarter 
of a million of inhabitants, and it becomes an 
important question whether the act of a 
municipality in extending its limits can have 
the effect of changing the districts into 
which the Constitution divided Cook for pur- 
poses of county government. 

On grounds of common sense this must be 
answered in the negative, City government 
is one thing and county government quite 
another. A changein one does not neces- 
sarily work achangein thejother. The an- 
nexation of Lake View and Hyde Park to 
Chicago cannot change tne basis of represen- 
tation in the County Board. The Suprethe 
Court has decided that territory may be add- 
ed to municipai Chicago, and its decision is a 
good one, butit does not say that territory may 
be taken from one of the two constitutional 
County Commissioners’ districts and annexed 
toanother. Had it said so, the reductio ad 
absurdum argument would be that the an- 
nexation to Chicago of all the country towns 
save Hanover would necessitate the choice 
of five Commissioners from that town, and 
when that town was also annexed thereafter 
there would only be ten Commissio ners, 


A DELIBERATE FABRICATION. 

The Chicago Herald says with great pas- 
sion and violent invective that ‘tthe protect- 
ive tariff never increased wages in America”’ 
and that “its instant and utter removal 
would not deerease them.” These prepos- 
terous assertions rest on the assumption that 
American manufacturers on an average are 
now charging 50 per cent over and abovea 
fair rate for their output of goods and wares, 
and could and would lessen their profits to 
that extent without reducing the wages of 
labor if the tariff were abolished. The aver- 
age of the tariff on the principal kinds of 
foreign competing articles is about 50 per 
cent—higher on some and lower on otners. 
If manufacturers cotild dispense entirely 
with the 50 per cent of protection they now 
enjoy, and cut their prices to meet free 
British competition and not reduce wages, 
it follows that on an average they are now 
charging 50 per cent over and above a fair 
vrofit. At this rate of gain—tive or six 
profits where one would be reasonable and 
fair—the manufacturers should: long ago 
have acquired all the wealth in the country. 
The ludicrous theory of the Herald is that 
having alleged -stupendous profits which 
make balf the amount charged for manu- 
factured products clear gain the manufact- 
urers are so gorged with wealth that they 
would come down.one-half if the tariff should 
be repealed ana yet could and would go on 
paying the same wages. They are supposed 
by the Herald to have such prodigious profits 
and such remarkable complacency and be- 
nevolence that under free trade and the 
tariff wiped out they would dispense with 
their previous protection and sell goods at 
British prices and continue to pay double 
British wages. The Herald says that this 
‘would be so and calls all men liars who 
think itis mistaken. Where are any proofs 
to support such an extraordinary assump- 
tion? The manufdtturers themselves deny 
absolutely that they have made any such 
gains or that they could sustain themselves 
under free trade without severely reducing 
wages. Instead of making such stupendous 
profits they justify themselves in forming 
trusts. and combines on the ground that 
something must be done to arrest excessive 
competition and preserve any profit at all. 
The assumption that the manufacturers have 
such enormous profits now that they could 
come down to tne free trade level and charge 
the entire loss against their previousiy ex- 
cessive gains and not reduce wages is a 
monstrous delusion or deliberate fabrication.

HOW TO SETTLE A DOUBTFUL QUESTION. 

Tuesday’s election furnishes an easy means 
of settling a controversy which grows out of 
the indefinite language of the County Com- 
missioner clause of the Constitution. It is in 
the power of the Canvassing Board to dispose 
of the matter once forall. The Democratic 
Commissioners have a majority.in both the 
old and the new city, so that the board, a 
majority of whose members are of that party, 
can take action without tne suspicion aris- 
ing that they are influenced by party con- 
siderations. Such being the case they 
should not negiect the opportunity, for next 
year the conditions may not be so favorable. 

Supposing that the canvassers take the po- 
sition, as has been suggested, that only those 
canbe includéa among the ten city Commis- 
sioners who live in the old twenty-four ward 
city.. Then they would pay no attention to 
the votes cast for the Republicans, Spencer 
and Schiesswohi, and the Democrats, Kelly 
and Bonner, who live outside the old limits. 
They would therefore give certificates to the 
eight city Democrats—Hayes, Stainer, Schu- 
bert, Reilly, Monheimer. Edmanson, Lieb, 
and Maloney—and to the two highest Repub- 
licans—Spry and Engeinardt. Messrs. Kelly 
and Bonner, being refused their certificates, 
would begin mandamus proceedings against 
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to the Supreme Court and a decision had be- 
fore it was time for the new board to go into 
office, or very soon thereafter. 

Supposing the Supreme Court were to sus- 
tain the Canvassing Board.. The Democrats 
would have eight County Commissioners, 
which would be a majority, and they would 
also have the President. They would, there- 
fore, have the undispnted control. They 
would lose two men, but they do not need 
them. So they risk nothing by a test of the 
meaning of this dubious clause. If, on the 
other hand, the Supreme Court overruled 
the board the Democrats would have ten 
members and the meaning of the clause 
would have been settied. It would have 
been determined that with every annexation 
by the city the disparity which now exists 
would increase, and that after the city had 
taken in the rest of Cicero, Norwood Park, 
Lyons, Evanston, and other towns it 
would still bave but ten Commissioners, 
while the fringe of border townships, though 
entitled to but one, had five. 
for this would have td be found in the adop- 
tion of a constitutional amendment reais- 
tricting the county for Commissioners or in 
the preliminary change of the Constitution 
so that more than one amendment could be 
submitted atonce. When that became feasi- 
ble Cook. County could secure the submission 
of a proposition in which sbe alone was in- 
terested without antagonizing the friends of 
amendments which had a wider application.

DR. RYLANCE. 

The many friends of the Rev. Dr. J. H. Ry- 
lance, who left the parish of St. James’ in this 
city to take that of St. Mark’s in New York 
eighteer years ago, will be pained and sur- 
prised to learn of the trouble which first 
overwok him during his temporary absence 
in Europe. The charges made against him 
by certain members of his congregation— 
namely: improper conduct with women and 
affiliation with infidel members of a club in 
that city—have already been set forth in de- 
tailin the columns of Tugs Trisunz. His 
Chicago friends will refuse to believe these 
charges until they are sustained by irrefuta- 
ble testimony, and will share the belief of 
his New York friends that they have grown 
out of the idle gossip of garrulous women 
and have been used by his enemies in the 
congregation to persecute him out of his pul- 
pit. Itis to Mr. Rylance’s credit that as 
soon as he returned from Europe he manfully 
faced his accusers and demanded a trial and 
a statement of the charges against him. 
They had not the courage to back up their 
slanders in public, and, failing to get either 
a statement of them or atrial, he promptly 
resorted to the courts to vindicate himself 
and has brought suits against his alleged 
sianderers for libel and ‘“‘conspuracy to slan- 
der him in bis occupation as a clergyman.” 
His accusers will now have to show their 
hands, produce their witnesses, and sustain 
their accusations, or acknowledge themseives 
as common slanderers and maze such indem- 
nity to Dr. Rylance as the court shali award, 
as the money damages have been left op- 
tional’ with the Judge. The New York 
Herald, commenting editorially upon the 
case, says: | 


For ourselves, we think Dr. Rylance is quite 
right in seeking vindication through the courts. 
A suppressed scandal is excessively damaging. 
Indeed, suppression is a semi-confession of 
weakness. ‘he innocent man who feels himseif 
deeply injured cares little who knowsof the 
charges that are brought against him. He sim- 
ply demands that perfect vindication which both 
the courts andthe public are always ready to 
give. 

Dr. Rylance has a record of usefulness and 
fidelity which cannot be impeached. He has 
been a healthy element of the religious life of 
New York, and it willbe extremely difficult, if 
not wholly impossible, to persuade the people 
that his life has diyerged from the straight line 
of fidelity. 

We hope that the doctor will push his case 
with all possible vigor, that his vindication may 
be the sooner attained. 


Dr. Rylance’s friends in Chicago will take 
the same viewof the case and express the 
same hope and meanwhile send Kim their 
heartiest sympathy, feeling confident that 
his vindication will be complete.

He was graduated at the Ber- 
jin University. From 1881 to 1884 Dr. Peters re- 
sided in England, gaining a thorough knowledge 
of the history and state of the British colonies. 
Having returned home he obtained, witb the sup- 

. port of Prince Bismarck, an imperial charter, 
under which he formed the German Fast African 
Company, of which he was elected President. He 
dispatched sundry expeditions to East Africa in 
order to take possession of the territory opposite 
Zanzibar. In September, i886, Dr. Peters con- 
yened at Berlin the first German coionial con- 
gress. The following spring he went to Zanzibar 
with his executive staff, and concluded a treaty 
with the late Sultan Said Burghash., 

Returning to Europe Dr. Peters initiated in 
Germany the movement fora relief expedition 
to aid Emin Pasha, and was made President of 
the committee. He was also presiding director 
of the German East African Plantation compa- 
ny. Joint-Piesident with Prince Hohenlohe of 
aAheGerman Colonial Society, and President of 

- the German Colonial Alliance. He wrote several 
bodks on the subject of colonization. Dr. Peters 
and Lieut. Wissmann were associated in the

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IT WAS BETWEEN THE CITY OF NEW 
YORK AND THE TEUTONIC, 


—_—_—_ 


Exceptionally Good Time Made by Both 
Steamers, Which Were Almost Within 
Bailing Distance of Fach Other All the 
Way Over—Sheriff Flack Makes a Final 
Effort to Escape Trial—Modest Demand 
of the Trunk Lines—Notes from New 


York. 

New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.]—One of the 
most exciting and interesting races ever 
made across the Atiantic ended when those 
two great ocean rivais, the steamer City of 
New York and the Teutonic, reached Sandy 
Hook bar late this afternoon. It was four- 
teen minutes past 5 o’clock when the Teu- 
tonic reached: the bar, cine minutes behind 
the Inman steamer, but thirty minutes ahead 
of herintime. Ali the way over the two ves- 
sels were in sight of each other, and at times 
almost within hailing djstance. The passen- 
gers of both steamers were wrought up to the 
highest pitch of enthusiasm. 

The Teutonic’s time Was apparently six 
days, two hours, forty-one minutes, but actu- 
ally six days, seven hours, three. minutes. 
fhe City of New York made the tripin six 
days, three hours, eleven minutes, apparent, 
and six days, seven hours, thirty-three min- 
utes, actual time. But the Teutonic steamed 
2,790 nautical miles, four Miles ‘more than 
her rival. Both vessels reached quarantine 
about 6 o’clock and anchored off the station. 
They will come up to their docks tomorrow 
morning. 

There was a lively searunving when the 
City of New York passed Roche’s Point at 
six minutes to 2 o’clock last Thursday after- 
noon. Thirty-nine minutes later the Teu- 
tonic was off the point. and then her twin 
screws began to work in @arnestas she cut 
the water in pursuit of her opponent. Ac- 
cording to the steamer’s logs the storm had 
increased toa fresh gale Friday morning, 
with a high, choppy head sea, But the of- 
ficers on the City of New York looking back 
could see the huge black hull of the Teu- 
tonic at 10 o’clock. But the City of New 
York kept her lead and might have main- 
tained it had not an unforeseen accident oc- 
curred. The engines had to be stonped 
for three hours: while the starboard 
set worked the vessel at about nine «nots. 
This was tne Teutonic’s chance and she im- 
proved it by rapidivy overhauling the other 
vessel and passed her. This lead the White 
Starsteamer kept up to Saturday forenoon, 
and great was the rejoicing among her passen- 
gers. But tne City of New York began to 
forge ahead. By Saturday afternoon the In- 
man steamer had again passed the Teutonic, 
but the latter kept stubbornly at her stem 
and not more thana mile away. Saturday, 
Sunday, Monday, and Tuesday the vesseis 
were in piain sight of each other, the City of 
New York a little mn the lead, but not apvar- 
eutly gaining much. The weather during 
this time was moderate and mostof tne pas- 
sengers on both steamers of ali classes were 
on their decks watching the race, 

At four minutes past 12 this morning the 
City of New York stopped to take on 8 pilot, 
and when the day dawned. there was the 
Teutonic again in the lead and steaming for 
Sandy Hook for all sbe was worth. But the 
City of New York overhauled her, and tne 
vessels passed Fire Island abreast of each 
other at balf-past 3 yesterday afternoon. The 
Inman steamer passed the Teutonic for the 
second time and kept her lead to the bar.

Eisenhower, Har- 
vey Bohr,’ Henry Ferteg, William Snyder, 
Ben Neville, E. Isaac Siegrist, Harvey Beck, 
John Bohr, and many others were at work 
just before the disaster took place. Sudden- 
ly, and with a tremendous report, the pave- 
ment on which the men stood arose, and in- 
stantly a flood of red-hot iron buiged up, as if 
from the bowels of the carth, and completely 
deluged the unfortunate laborers, almost in- 
~stantly incinerating several of them. In a 
moment the interior of the furnace was 
abiaze. and the victims were lost in the sea 
of molten metal and veiled byciouds of 
steam and smoke. In afew hours the place 
was flooded, and the contact of the water 
with the redhot slag caused a number of vio- 
lent explosions, but the remains of the men 
were not biown to pieces, because they were 
deeply imbedded in the moiten iron. Eisen- 
hower and Beck leaped for their fives, but 
fell back. Eisenhower waded out of the 
moiten iron, but he .uhaled the fumes and~ 
perished after being taken home.

A NEW TRIAL FOR KENT DENIED. 


The Fifth Ward Politician Will Keceive 
Sentence Today. 

Judge Prendergast yesterday deniea William 
E. Kent's motion for a new trial. and sent him 
back to jail to await sentence, which will be im- 
posed at the North Side court this morning. 
When the court gave his decision Kent grew 
greatly excited and reproached Clerk Twohig 
and Attorney Harlan. for the active part taken 
by them in the prosecution. He refused to listen 
to Mr. Mitchell's advice to plead for the clem- 
éncy pf the court, and said he did not care 
whether he went to jail for three days or ten 
years, the point with him being the fact of being 
imprisoned at all. Judge Prendergast .had 1n- 
tended to pass sentence at once, but on Attorney 
Mitcheil’s representations that his client was not 
in a frame of mind to receive sentence the mat- 
ter was postponed until today, 

Attorney itchell commenced his argument 
for a new trial with a claim that the information 
provided thatin cases where the information 
was filed by a person other than the State’s At- 
toruey or Attorney General it must be accom- 

anied by an affidavit setting up the facts. Mr. 
Mitchell said none of the provisions had been 
complied with, There was no affidavit or care- 
ful examination by the court. There was no in- 
dorsement on the information to the effect that 
the court had found reasonable cause for the is- 
suing of a warrant. Furtnér, Mr. Mitch- 
ell argued, the County Court had 
ro jurisdiction; criminal and .quasi criminal 
cases should be tried in the crimin@& court which, 
existed for the purpose of hearing such cases. 
Also the prosecution of the casé should be con- 
ducted by the State’s Attorney, Who was the reg- 
ularly elected person to conduct all prosecution 
for the people of the State. Mr. Mitchell argued 
that the prosecution had failed to prove the 
venue, having omitted to show that the aileged 
offenses were committed in the County of Cook 
and State of Illinois. It was further claimed 
that it was not proved that Kent had interfered 
with any of the judges of election. 

Mr. Harlan disputed each point and brought 
guthorities to show they were not well taken. 

Judge Prendergast held that the County Court 
had concurrént jurisdiction in all such cases with 
the Criminal Court. The duty ot the State’s At- 
torney to prosecute the case was laid down in 
the section of -the statutes referring to State’s 
Attorneys, but it was notaclause prohibiting 
other persons from performing such functions, 
The point that the judges had not been interfered 
with was not good. The jury passed on that and 
had decided that the judges were interfered with, 
Venue was fully proved, from the fact that pros- 
ecution was brought by the Election Commis- 
sioners acting only in Cook County. The ~ 
construction could be that it was an impossibil- 
ity for a prosecution to be conductec by the 
board in any other locality.than’ Cook County, 
and the venue so proven would be sufficient.

RADICAL CHANGE BEFORE THE IN- 
TERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 
pears ns Kanne 
Lake Vesselmen Likely to Oppose the 
Proposition to Remove All Restrictions 
from Speed of Boats in Thick Weather 
—A Heavy Southwest Gale Sweeping 
the Chain of Lakes—The Francis Paims’ 
} Abandonment by Her Crew—Lower 
Freights. 


The proposition in the International Marine 
conference dong away with all restrictions on 
the rate of speed of vessels in fogs on the ground 
that the higher the speed the less the danger of 
collisions is attracting general attention among 
lake mariners, as the final action of the confer- 
ence is likely to be adopted in the rules of navi- 
gation of all nations represented in it. 

A consensus of opinion trom vesselmen, gath- 
ered in the course of several months, has shown 
beyond any question an almost unanimous disa- 
greement with the principle embodied in the 
proposition by owner d captains on the lakes. 
It is probable should the marine conference 
adopt the proposition a petition signed by 9 per 
cent of the owners of floating property irom 
Oswego to Chicago woul¢ be presented to the 
Government at an early date protesting against 
the extension of the rule to the iniand marine. 

The chances of two boats coming in collision 
in a fog, if nothing is to be done to avert it, are 
identivally the same whether they are going at 
fifteen or five miles an hour. The rubisin the op- 
portunities of averting the collision. That these 
opportunities are increased by vessels checking 
down in thick weather has been accepted by the 
courts as beyond question, and it will require 
much stronger arguments than have yet been 
advanced to change the sentiment of vesselmen, 

lhe masters of a number of ocean greybounds 
have expresse@ 4heir opinion that safety in fogs 
lay in a high rate of speed. So far as the grey- 
hounds are concerned this statement cannot be 
doubted. The faster they run the less danger 
they are in of bemg sunk, They cannot be well 
run into. They must run into the other fellow if 
there be a collision. At any speed they may 
attain they are practically safe. It is the other 
boat that is ip grave danger, and the greater tne 
speed of the vessel crashing into her, the more 
complete is the destruction wrought. Wen it 
not for the looking out for self merely, masters 
of fast steamers might have taken a different 
view of the question at issue, and the point 
would likely have never been raised in the ma- 
riné conference. 

With the advent in the last few years of so 
many fast steamers in the inland marine, whose 
owners are eager to drive them at full speed, the 
conditions on the great lakes are not materially 
different from those ‘om the ocean. Here the 
owners of smaller and slower boats, meneny 
sail craft, are vitally interested in hoiding the 
lake greyhounds resposibie for running at high 
speed through fogs. Jomparatively speaking 
the lake highways have become as crowded as a 
boulevard oh a pleasant afternoon. With the 
rules of navigation so changed as to make high 
speed the safest course from being sunk, and 
with no liability for sinking other craft, the lake 
greyhounds will have the highways to themselves 
when fogs come on, and smaller and slower ves- 
sels will be compelled to take to the byways 
and hedges. 


Worst Gale of the Season.

DYNAMITE PROJECTILES. 


THE IMPORTANT PART THEY ARE DES- 
TINED TO PLAY IN FUTURE WARS. 


—— 


The English Military and Naval Authorities 
Investigating the Subject—The Zalinski 
Weapon and the Graydon Torpedo Pro- 
jector— Their Comparative Merits to Be 
Tested Next Year by an Experimental 
Trial at Portsmouth. 


Birmingham (Eng.) fost: The important 
part which dynamite-charged projectiles will 
probably play in future wars has not been 
lost sight of by our military and naval au- 
thorities. Recent trials of the Zalinski guns 
in American waters on board the United 
States cruiser Vesuvius have attracted much 
attention, but the Zalinski weapon is not the 
only one adapted for throwing dynamite 
shells. A few days ago some successful at- 
tempts were made to propel shells charged 
With this dangerous explosive from 
ordinary cannon with ordinary pow- 
der. This was accomplished by pro- 
viding the base of the shell with -a: buffer 
eémposed for the most part of spongy India- 
rubber,so that ‘the shock of the discharge 
should not prematurely explode the dyna- 
mite. Lieut. Graydon, late of the Americaa 
havy—to which service Lieut. Zalinski also 
belongs—has given much attention to the 
handling of dynamite charges, and has in- 
vented a process which appears to give the 
maximum amount of safety. Dynamite,,. it 
will be remembered, is made by combining 
the explosive nitro-glyterine with a fine 
clay, and it has been found that 
accidental explosions of the mixture 
are mostly due to the nitro-gliycerine accu- 
mulating generally at the bottom of the ves- 
sel, and so creating at that. particular point a 
sensibility to détonation which the division 
of the explosive liquid among the particies 
of the clay is intended to prevent. There- 
fore, in what Lieut. Graydon prefers to call 
his aerial torpedoes the dynamite charge is 
made up in little round or cubical pellets, 
each of which 1s coated with paraffine wax; 
and an asbestos lining to the compartments 
protects the charge from the heat that may 
be developed by the friction of the gun-bar- 
relor the air. Shells so charged muy be 
fired from ordinary guns, and no doubt they 
will be used to some extent in that way. But 
compressed air is for many reusons the best 
propelling power that can be used. For in- 
stance, the initial shock is nothing like so 
great as when even the slowest burning 
powders are used, and therefore the danger 
of adynamite explosion in the bore of the 
gun is still furtherreduced. Then the wall 
of the shell may be much lighter, and conse- 
quently a much greater charge in proportion 
to the sizeof the projeciiue may be used. 
Lieut. Graydon, therefore, has invented a 
pneumatic gun for his ** tarpedoes.’’ 

‘* The Graydon torpedo-projector ”’ consists 
of the impuise-tube, or gan proper, mounted 
on its carriage or piattorm, with its air res- 
ervoirs, and, in the case);of heavy twenty- 
one inch siege guns; toading mechanism. The 
weapons of nine-iach caliber, firing shrapnel, 
are mounted on light carriages tor field use. 
They are, however, not .intended to super- 
sede field artillery, but tobe employed as an 
adjunct to it Another form of Graydon 
projector is on the principle of the revolving 
gun, and it is designed to deliver seventy-five 


, torpedoes per minute, each containing a six- 


pound bursting charge of dynamite. The 
air-compressor, Which 1s of special design, 
is carried on its own carriage. A _ con- 
densed handy fuel of great energy is to be 
usea with the compressors in special circum- 
stances’such as with field artiliery. The 
air-regulator has been specially designed by 
Lieut. Graydon. The torpedo-projectors 
range in caliber from three inches to twenty- 
one inches, throwing from six pounds.to 1,200 
pounds of high explosives under air pressure 
reaching to 5,000 pounds per square inch, to 
varying distances up to three miles, The 
torpedo will -be. charged with dynamite, or 
other high explosive, upon the principle of 
the Graydon sheli; but anstead of 
having the rigid tailpiece employed in the 
Zalinski projectiles, it has a flemble telescopic 
kite-like attachment which performs the part 
of guide and balance and takes up no stor- 
age room. This telescopic arrangement ena- 
bles Lieut. Graydon to shorten his torpedo 
one-half, and thus to shorten the impuise 
tube or torpedo-projector in the same ratio in 
addition to the amount of shortening ren- 
dered possible by the high air-pressure used. 
The fuse employed in the dynamite torpedo 
is an important consideration. The Zalinski 
torpedo has an electrical fuse that depends 
for its working upon condituops which can- 
not be relied upon with certainty under all 
circumstances. The fuse empicyed by Lieut. 
Graydon would seem to be open to 
none of the objections of the Zalinski elec- 
tric fuse. One electric fuse operated in the 
Graydon torpedoes depends on the power ex- 
erted by the pressure of water at different 
depths (which is constantall over the world), 
and 18 absolutely. accurate in its action. 
Thus, if the fuse is set to come into action at 
twenty feet below the surface of the water 
the. pressure exerted by a twenty-foot col- 
umn of water closes the circuit and fires the 
torpedo. When that depth is reached 
the firing plunger is automatically un- 
and the torpedo is ex- 
ploded: and until that condition is ful- 
filled explosion from any cause appears to be 
impossible. For torpedoes to be fired at ob- 
jects out of ‘the water, or on land, various 
safety, time, and contact fuses are employed. 
All the Graydon fuses are so locked that,

Ana whereas the range of the Zalinski 
is a little over a mile, the Graydon projector 
wiil land its torpedoin a fort or on a ship,three 
miles distant. ‘These two advantages— 
rreater wieldiness in the weapon and greater 
raurge—are in part due to tne tact that Lieut. 
Graydon employs a pressure of 5,000 pounds 
to the square inch, while Zalinski only usesa 
pressure of 2,000 pounds. Mesars. Taunton, 
Delmard, Lane & Co. have obtained the con- 
tract on account of their unique success in 
making tubes to resist these heavy pres- 
sures, compressed air work being one 
of .uneir specialties. At present. only 
the fifteen-inch gun has actually been 
ordered, but negotiations are proceed- 
as the result of which it . is 
hoped the order will come to Birmingham 
for @ six-inch siege-gun, whrowing a torpedo 
charged with seventy ponnds of dynamite.

If his owner has any regard for his safety 
and his comfort he can have as good quarters in 
transit as any of his more valuable relations, 
with no more expense to the shipper than if he 
sent him huddled in with a lot of others in an 
ordinary box car. 


A FRIEND TO BE WELL TREATED, 

The Pullman Palace-Car company is 
out of its shops at Pullman as fast as it can a 
large number of palace horse cars of the latest 
and most approved pattern. The order comes 
from the Keystone Palace Horse Car company, 
and the reason for the haste is that the company 
is unable at present to supply the demand for 
the cars. A string of cars was lying in the yards 
at Pullman yesterday completely finished, and 
many more were in the shops in various stages 
of construction. They are fifty feet long, hand- 
somely painted, and eachcarhas a name. The 
interior, however, is the principal feature nat- 
urally. There are stalls for eighteen horses, 
nine on one side of the center door 
and )86u6nine on the © other. They. _ are. 
so arranged that the the horses stand facihg di- 
agonally across the car, and there aré more ad- 
vantages to be gained from this arrangement 
than one would realize at first thought. In the 
first place if puts the horses in sucbd a position 
that they are not so apt to be thrown and injured 
by a sudden jerk of the car; in the second it gives 
sufficient room to allow the construction of a 
passageway at the head of the stalls so that the 
horse can be fed and watered without going 
among them; in the third it makes a spacious 
corner at each end@of the car in which hay and 
oats can be stored; in the fourth it practically 
prevents a horse wearing his tail out against the 
boards at the foot of the stall. 

The divisions between the stalls are of oak, are 
strongly built, and consist of two pieces. both on 
hinges, and hoth capable of being swung back, 
sO as to leave all the stall space perfectly clear. 
When a horse is put into a stall the rear piece is 
swung out, an iron bar falling into a slit in the 
floor that holds it securely, yet allows it a playof 
about three inches. This rear piece is justiarge 
enough to prevent one horse fram kicking 
another in the next stall. The headpiece pre- 
vents any biting, but allis open beneath it, al- 
lowing the air to circulate freely from one end of 
the car to the other. and the arrangements for 
ventilation, by the way, are as verfect as one 
could possibly wish. A door protected by a 
screen at either end of th“ car can be opened, 
allowing air to circula’s freely through the car. 
In addition to this there are windows at both 
ends of each stall, with iron shutters over . 
that can be opened and closed by the manipula- 
tion of an iron wheel without gomg into we 
stalls. These windows are ail protected on the 
outside by wire screens. 

At either end of the carisa water tank with 
faucets, so that the water can be drawn as de- 
sired.

“ We are making a trip around the world in 
five months,” said Prof. Morris of the Univer- 
sity of Melbourne, Australia, who, whith his wife, 
was at the Palmer yesterday. Prof. Morris is an 
Oxford man, and is professor of literature in 
Australia’s principal university. “I havea five 
months’ leave of: absence, and in that time ex- 
pect not only to travel around the world, but to 
stop in this country lorg enough to visit the 
leading colleges, stay in England five weeks, and 
in Italy two weeks. A trip around the world can 
be made in Jess time now than it was made by 
Juies Verne’s hero. I think it could be made 
with comfort in ten days less than he took. 
That famous eighty-day traveler never really 
went around the world, for he was not once 
south of the equator. 

“All Australia is now deeply interested in the 
question of confederation. You know the sev- 
eral colonies gre not now bound togetner polit- 
ically. Each"’has its separate government. It 
is now propoded to form the colonies into a do- 
minion with a general Parliament after tne style 
of the on of the CandBian colonies. The jeal- 
ousies of the various colonies have so far pre- 
vented this, but now that Sir Henry Parke, who 
has been the strongest opponent of the union, 


- bas come to favor it, there 1s a good chance that 


it will be brought about. It is thought by some 
that when the colonies are once united they will 
throw off Eogiand’s rule. I do not believe that 
will be the case, but it cannot be denied that 
there are many who favor a complete separation 
from Great Britain. 

“The population of Australia is growing rap- 
idiy. Melbourne is now half asjlarge as Chicago, 
and Sydney is nearly as large as Melbourne. The 
cities are growing much faster than the country. 
It is difficult to force the people back into the 


bush.

WasnincTon, D. C., Nov. 4.—[New York 
Heraid.;—Why should the lliinois Senators, 
Messrs. Cullom and Farwell, sulk and refuse 
to be comforted so lcng as Mr. Blaine re- 
mains calm and happy! The Illinois states- 
men are angry because they have not suc- 
ceeded ip-securing all the appointinents thev 
desire.’ By the same method of reasoning 
Mr. Blaine ought to be equally ill-tempered, 
for be 1s uot getting all that he wants by a 
good deal. But Mr. Biaine is not ill-tem- 
pered.

He doesn’t believe in 
kicking or in siowing where he has been 
kicked, as one incident will show. 

Nearly three weeks ago Mr. Blaine filled 
out the commissions ef eight gentlemen 
whom he purposed sending as Consuls to 
Europe and South America. He sent the 
commissions to the White House, ana fol- 
lowed them a few days later with several 
others. The President, it seems, was in no 
hurry to attach his signature to the docu- 
ments. After some delay be signed two of 
the number. Three otners he returned to 
Mr. Blaine with the brief statement that the 
gentlemen selected did not suit him and 
could not be appointed. The rest*he is still 
considering. Thereis no certainty that any 
of them will be accepted. But Mr. Blaine 
isn’t saying a.word. ; 

Senator Cullom did not call on the Presi- 
dent today, but Iam told his failure to do so 
was of no significance. The Senator brought 
his family along, and is busy moving house- 
hold effects into the new house on Massachu- 
setts avenue which he has rented for a term 
of years. President Harrison is busy watch- 
ing the election, so that it will probably be 
agreeable to him if the Senator doesn’t get 
up to tue White House wo discuss the Fed- 
eral offices in Lilinois for several days.

Minneapolis 7ribune: The friends of the late 
Dr. Cronin are endeavoring to raise funds for 
the prosecution of his murderers, while the ene- 
mies of the butchered patriot are cqually active 
in collecting money for the defense.

Effect of the Sensationa! Disclosures at the 
Meeting of the Cotton Oil Trust—Gas 
May Be Piped frém Indiana, the State 
Supreme Court Declaring the Legisia- 
tive Enactment Unconstitutional—‘‘ Old 
Match” Bulle December and May 
Wheat—An Outlet for Ameriean fron. 


New Yor, Nov. 6.—[Special.]—There was 
lots of. news, gossip, and activity in the 
Street today. A tremendous drive was made 
against Reading. Over 40 per cent of the 
day’s dealings was represented by this stock, 
which depressed it nearly 2 per cent. At 
the meeting of the Cotton Oil Trust it was 
admitted that the two trustees who have 
Had the practically untrammeled manage- 
ment of the property had lost $527;511 of the 
trust’s money speculating in the certificates 
with a view to “‘supporting’”’ them in the 
market. It was announced that they had 
made $250,000 of this amount by surrendering 
all they possessed, and on this showing a 
setllement was made, their resignations ac- 
cepted, and the plan for transformation of the 
trust into a company was approved. On the 
theory that all the bad news was now 
known there was buying of the certificates, 
and tney closed on a smart net advance, 
Sugar Trusts udvanced 2 per cent, but lost 
the greater part of this in the late trade, 
when traders sold it short on their alieged 
information that the general term 
decision | fully sustaining Judge Bar- 
rett’s condemnation of the trust 
would be handed down Thursday. 
The receipt of this decision is to be followed 
by applications to enjoin the next dividend 
and other legal maneuvers, while on the 
other hand it will be the signal for the buy- 
ing of certificates by certain insiders who 
expect to twist the short interest. As to the 
effect of the decision on the price of certifi- 
cates then “you bavs your money and you 
takes your choice” of opinions. 

Despite the slumpin Reading the general 
market was distinctiy buoyant. Jt looked 
muchas if that stock were hammered to 
cloak a covering ot shorts all round the 
room. The bear generalissimo did not ap- 
pear on the street today, but was supposed to 
be directing operation from bis up-town heag- 
quarters. in the last hour the market w 
notably active, and closed with a burst of 
strength. Railway bonds were more active 
and buoyant than for a long time past, the 
transactions running upward of $2,000,000, 
The Kansas & ‘Texas and the Guif, Colorado 
& Santa Fé issues were conspicuous, tne 
former on the news of a new piun adopted 
by the foreign committees of bondholders, 
and the latter on we assurance that tie 
Atchison reorganization *‘is going through 
all right.” 

Some of the largest holders of Reading 
stock denounced President Corbin in good

A GOOD DEMAND FROM ABROAD. 


A Good Outlet for American Iron in Canada 
and Mexico—Encouraging Conditions. 

New Yorr, Nov. 6.—[Special.]—The par- 
ticularly interesting feature in the iron 
trade is a favorable indication of a fairly 
goo outiet for anthracite pig in Canada and 
Mexico, consequent upon the extreme high 
cost for foreign pig in the primary markets, 
About a fortnight ago initial shipments were 
made to the points named. These have been 
followed by others within a few days and in- 
formation comes from both sections showing 
that should present conditions prevail in the 
European markets for any considerable 
time and the trial of American pig in Can- 
ada and Mexico turn out. satisfactory 
more than a few thousand tons will likely go 
to those points. Canadaalone, it is under- 
stood, will want about 5,000tons the first balf 
of next year if the cost of Scotch iron keeps 
up to anything like present figures. A prom- 
ineut Glasgow firm has recentiy made in- 
qguiries as to the prospects of securing cer- 
tain of the best Pennsylvania brands for con- 
sumption in Scotland, intimating strongly 
that could ocean freight room be secured on 
reasonable terms the iron could be marketed 
there at some profit. The chances for busi- 
ness in that quarter are cut off by the high 
rates asked for treight, however, the 
latter being close to $5 per ton. 

Deliveries of foundry and mill pig to home 
consumers continue to be bheayy. The 
Thomas company is shipping 5,000 to 6,000 
tons per weck, other northern companies are 
eclipsing previous records, and southera 
companies are said to be moving large quan- 
tities, although troubled somewhat by inade- 
quate transportation [facilities in getting iron 
to New York and New England points. Fur- 
nace agents are indifferent as to selling iron 
tor next year’s delivery, and those located in 
this section refuse to name prices. De- 
liveries tbe balance of this year are quoted 
at $17.50@18.50 fo. No. 1X, $16.50@17.50 for 
No. 2 X, and $16.00@16.50 for gray lorge, ac- 
cording to brand and sizeofiot. Bessemer 
pig isquoted at $20 upwards at furnuce, and 


some furnaces are being turned from anthra- 


cite to the manufacture of Bessemer. 

Other steel material continues high in 
price and scarce, and, whiletrade is moment- 
arily a littie quiet and values a trifle irregu- 
lar, the position of the stee! industry in gen- 
eral continues strong. Lake Superior ingot 
copper pas ‘advanced in price to 11'¢ cents 
and common casting copper to 1044 cents. 
All the lake companies have sold ther en- 
tire production for the balance of the year, 
and some of themare not getting mineral 
out fast enough to promptiy meet engage- 
ments with consumers. Good sized lots have 
been sold for $18.90 delivery, and at the pres- 
ent time 1144 cents is bid. No brand of cast- 
ing copper can be held at less than 1044 cents 
at une present time; forsome 10) cents is 
asked. | 


GAS CAN BE PIPED FKOM INDIANA, 


Her State Supreme Court Declares the 
Legislative Act Unconstitutional. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—In 
an opinion prepared by Chief Justice Elliott 
the indiana Supreme Court today decided 
that the act of the last Legislature prohibit- 
ing the piping of natural gas from Indiana 
into other’ States is unconstitutional. The 
act was intended to apply to Uhicago pipe 
line companies. It is held that natural gas 
may become a commercial commodity and 
that the State Legislature cannot enact any 
law reculating commerce between the States 
tor the reason that the Federal Constitution 
forbids the States from legislating on that 
subject. In the course of the opinion it is 
said: 

Property that may become an article of com- 
merce cannot: be képtin the State where it is 
produced by a Stute law forbidding its transpor- 
tation. If this were not so, then not only might 
coal and petroleum be kepe within the State in 
which it is produced, but so might corn and 
wheat, cotton and fruit, lead andiron. If such 
laws could be enacted and enforced a compiete 
annihilation of interstate commerce mint re- 
salt, and it was to prevent the possibility of such 
uresuit that the provision vesting exciusive 
power in che Federal Government was written 
in the Nationa) Constitution. 

The court finds that the act is not simply a 
police reguiation but that it assumes to abso- 
lutely prohibit the conveyance of petroleum 
or natural gas into another State. Tothis point 
the opinion says, among other things, that 
“tne act does not assume to provide for the 
safety, health. or comfort of the ciuzens, but 
its opjectis to prevent, the sinking of gas 
wells and the laying of pipe lines by persons 
who desire to convey gas out of the State. 
The act is m effect, as itis in words, a legis- 


} lative prohibition directed solely against a 


’ | . 
designated class of persons. It is not the 


mode of transportation @gainst which the 
prohibition is directed but the persons who 
engage in the business.” 

The law was passed to prevent the Chicago 
Gas Trust from piping gas to Chicago, and 
under this decision work will begin at once 
to connect the gas fields with the city by the 
lake. The home gas companies hoped that 
the court could give the law some standing 
by holding that foreigners Might not con- 
demn the right of way over which to pipe 
gas. This was their st¥ong hope, but it 
comes to naught. 4 ; 
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“OLD HUTCH” ENLIVENS THE MARKET. 


He Bulls May and December Wheat and 
Makes the Shorts Anxious. 

Wheat was moderately active yesterday, 
but the range of prives was narrow. The 
two days’ receipts posted showed a total of 
1,868,000 busheis, but despite this large 
amount the opening was quite strong, with 
May fractionally above Monday’s close. A 
part of the firmness was undoubtedly lent 
by the strength in December. ‘*Oid Hutch” 
gave the shorts something to shiver over by 
his handsome purchases, and induced quite 
‘a number of them to cover. After the 
tirst few moments of aptivity trading in 
May fell off, and the market relapsed into a 
state of duliness. It was Awakened, how- 
ever, an hour laver by the renewed buying of 
Hutchinson. His brokers picked up both 
May ana December, taking probably 500,000 
bushels of the former month. The shorts 


~were induced to further covering, and this, 


with a buying movement by the bulls 
inaugurated on the receipt 0 
dispatches reporting a heavy export demand 
at the seaboard and unfayorable news of the 
European crops, carried prices up at the 
close to 84%. This was a fraction above 
Monday. December closed }4 cent higher. 

Mr. Hutchinson extended his operations to 
provisions. He wasa free buyer of pork, 
lard, and ribs, and largely helped to make ail 
these strong and higher. The provision call 
was ove of the liviiest in some time. 

The brokers of the Stock Exchange cele- 
brated their second day in their new quarters 
by the heaviest transactions in weeks. All 
of the active shares on the list were traded 
in. The brokers were jubilant over the re- 
sult and declared that the outlook for busi- 
ness was never better. 


The Berlineton & Northern’s Statement. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 6.—[{Special.]—The 
Chicago, Burlington & Northern’s Septem- 
ber statement of earnings, issued today, 
shows gross earnings, $155,334, decrease of 
$37,458; operating expenses, $04,091, decrease 
of $43,423; net, $64,243, increase of $5,965. 
Since Jan. 1: Gross, $1,425,134, increase of 
$69,197; operating expenses, $835,043, decrease 
of $200,493; net. $537,091, increase of $350,690. 
The percentage of operating expenses to 
gross earnings for September, 1839, was 59 
per cent, against 70 percent last year; for 
first nine months of 1589, 62 per cent, against 
86 per cent for the same period of 1888. 


DBIVEN FROM THE WHITE HOUSE. 


The Army of Rats Pat to Flight with Great 
Slaughter. 

Washington Post; The White House is now 
about clear of rats. Two weeks ago no old 
barn was ever more infested with rats than 
the home of the President of the United 
States. During tne night the gnawing of the 
rats in their efforts to make new openings 
and their races between the walls and under 
floors made sleep Well nigh impossible, 

‘* There is not a rat in the upper portion of 
the house now,” said Frank Hosmer, who 
has been employed to clear the White House 
of the pests. ‘I suppose we have killed six- 
ty of them, though that does not represent 
the number that were here when the work 
began. Mostof the rats have been driven 
out of the house into the garden by the fer- 
rets, and have burrowed in 6yéry direction 
to find hiding places.”’ ' 

Yesterday atternoon Hosmer was watch- 
ing a ferret as it went down one hole after 
another that the rats had made. It occasion- 
ally chased out a rat that Was soon dispatched 
by the long-haired terrier that was keeping 
guard on the outside. The work has gone on 
so long now that the catches are few and a 
chase oi several hours does not reward the 
workers with more than one or two rats. 
The ferrets would themseivs kill their prey, 
but they are prevented as far as possible. 
When they have once sucked the rats’ blood 
they are of little use for three or four houra, 
as during that time they lie Gormant wher- 
ever they happen to have had their feast, 
whetner in a rat hole or in the open air. 

Their active chase has, however, the 
incentive of a feast of: rat’s blood to 
urge them on. ‘They are not fed until 
their day’s work is done. They are 
trained, and have a scent equal to 
that of any hunting dog. They wili maneu- 
ver about the tunnelings of the rats without 
a moment of rest for five or six hours, bui at 
the end of that time their work for the day 
is done and they goonastrike. No coaxing 
or any art known to man can urge a ferret to 
continue on the warpath after ratsor any- 
thing else when it has become tired. 

* ihe chief part of our work’ just now,” 
said Hosmer, ‘is in clearing. the garden of 
the pests and in stopping up every possible 
hole for them to get back into the house 
should any not be killed. the rat-holes are 
well saturated with tar and a poisonous 
mixture that will make their feet sore shouid 
they ever attempt to pass through them, and 
itis safe to say that Mr. Rat will make him- 
selt scarce for a long time to come,” 

The chief means that have aided the rats 
in their maneuvers about the White House 
have been the ducts laid for supplying fresh 
air and also for water and gas pipes. By 
these means tney could travel wherever they 

leased, but now their roaming grounds have 

een well stopped up. 

Mrs. Harrison was yesterday looking at 
one of the ferrets, when it brought its teeth 
together through the finger of its owner, 
who was showing .it. Both stewards and 
cooks of the White House are now relieved 
tbat no longer chickens are found dead and 
eatables dragged from the tabie while being 
prepared. 

The White House has been a sheltering 
place for rats ever since any one connected 
witad it can remember. They have snown 
themselves to be too cute to be caught in the 
ordinary traps set for them, and hnd suf- 
ficient to eat without risking their necks be- 
tween the steel wires of a trap. 

The last rat fight im tne White House took 
piace during the latter part of Gen. Grant’s 
administration, when ferrets were used as at 
present. The pests gradually crept back 
and were somewhat annoying during the 
Cieveiand régime. 


MAIL STEAMERS TO NEW ZEALAND. 


The Service Between San Francisco and 
Australia to Be Continued. 

New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.]—A corre- 
spondent of the New York Maritime Asso- 
ciation sends the following interesting in- 
formation in regard to the California-New 
Zealand mail service: “I am pieased to in- 
form you that the New Zealand Government 
has been authorized to continue the present 
California mail service for a period of twelve 
months. This is good news indeed for us 
who are interested in the States, for we did 
not expect such aresult on accountof the 
great amount of opposition shown to the line 
by the southern members of the Legislature. 
i trust, however, that the United States Con- 
gress will do something in the matter this 
session to show that it has some interest in 
this California service; tor if tne lines should 
be allowed to collapse owing to the want of 
support from your side of the world it would 
mean a big set-back to the trade of your mer- 
chants and manufacturers in these colonies, 
It is not at ail unlikely that there will be a 
line of steamers from Vancouver/ to these 
colonies before long in competitioa with the 
Californian line, and probably if/will be so 
arranged as to give thiscolony a fortnightly 
service witn Great Britain.” 


A Dis¢raceful Affray at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.,.Nov. 6—An affray oc- 
curred last night in a low negro saloon in a dis- 
reputable section of the city Known as “ Hell’s 
Bottom,’’ which resulted in the death of two men 
and the probable mortal wounding of a third. 
The trouble originated over &@ misunderstanding 
between two young negro roughs named George 
Bush and Osborne Basey. Bush opened fire on 
Basey, fatally wounding him. Officer A. N. Crip- 
pen tried to arrest Bush and a struggle ensued 
between the men, in which Crippen was shot and 
instantly killed. Bush himself was fatally’ shot 
and died a few hours later.

X. BEIDLER OF MONTANA TELLS HOW 
JUSTICE WAS DISTRIBUTED. 


Trial anfl Execution of Koad Agents for 
the Murder of Nick Diebold—Sawing Off 
the Victim’s Arm to Get the Body Into 
the Coffla—One of thé Accused Dies 
with His Boots On by Migtake—Club 
Foot George’s Hat Too Big for the 
Rope—A Good Story. 


“Well, twenty-five years ago, in Virginia 
City, Alder Guich, Madison. County, “Mon- 
tana—it’s 125 miles south of here ’— 
said X. Beidler one evening in the Grand 
Centralin Hejena—“ we hag been run over 
by road agents and robbed and neld down. 
Friends of ours had been shot down 
for money on the road and we 
buried Nick Dieboid—now get that name 
right, D-i-e-b-o-l-d, that’s it; a ger 
man—Wwho was murdered for $25in green- 
backs and three mules. He was killed down 
at Sunking Water, and one of the mules, 
Biack Bess, was mine—X. Baidler’s. I lent 
her to Nick. You see, Nick kind of disap- 
peared like. Some men says, ‘He has gone 
to Salt Lake.’ Isays ‘No, he has not; Nick 
has his winter’s chuck up at Summit, and he 
hain’t that kind of arunaway fellow, eitner.’ 
We bunted for him and couldn’t find him, 

Sone day Bill Paimer drove into Vir- 
ginia City with Nick Dieboid’s body in a 
wagon. He tad been murdered by road 
agents. This Bill Palmer nad been hunting 
chickens on Sunking Water, using a boy to 
piay dug forhim. A bird Hew up and Bill 
kilied it, Then the boy run in the bushes 
for it, and there it lay on the body of a man. 
The boy hoilered, and Bill took a look at tne 
body. Then he went to George Hillerman, 
Yong John, and some of the road agents that 
was camped on the creek, and wanted them 
to help put the body in awagon. They 
wouldn’t do it, and Long John says, ‘Bill; 
when yuu find a dead man don’t monkey with 
him. Jesttend to your own business. It’s 
the safest way.’ That’s what they said to 
Bill Paimer, but Bill he brought the body to 
Virginia, anda man comes up to me and 
says, ‘X., do you know Dutch Nick?’ I says, 
‘My God, yes,’ and I looked over into tne 
wagon, and there he was. | examined his 
pockets and there was a knife | had given 
him in Californy years before. Now We never 
knew who killea Dutch Nick. George Ives 
and Aleck Carter had tossed up a coin to see 
who should kill him, but we never knew who 
done the work. These fellers did give 
Long John $20 to bury the body, and instead 
of burying it Long John throwed a lariat 
around Nick’s legs and dragged him through 
the bushes over the brush face downward, 
and that’s why his lips and nose and eyelids 
was turned up kind of contrary to nature 
lke. He was killed when the weather was 
warm. The cayotes had chawed on his fin- 
gers, and the magpies had picked on his eves, 
and the body didn’t look good at all. We 
made a coffin, but couldn’t put Nick 1n, be- 
cause one of his arms haa froze straight out. 
Sol gotasaw and sawed off the arm, and 
put it in the coffin by Nick’s side and we give 
him a big funeral. 

‘** Then we arrested George Ives and alotof 
fellows and we tried them, tool Col. F. W, 
Sanders, now here in Helena, prosecuted 
them, and lves was first found guilty. There 
was great excitement, for vhe road agents 
had lots of friends and guns; plenty of ’em 
were drawn. Col. Sanders got up on a 
wagon wheel’and says, ‘Il moves to hang 
George lvesinan hour.’ Then Jim Tnhur- 
mond, he wasa kind of an uttorfney for the 
road agents, he says, ‘Il never kaew any 
kind of jurisprudence where & Man bad to 
haog so quick,’ He wanted time for arescue, 
l] was Standing nigh the wagon, and pistols 
by the gross Was drawn.

SAM JONES, THE EVANGELIST. 


How He Drove Satan Out of an Old 
Virginia Town. 

Lynchburg Letter in the New York World: 
When I came, somé two weeks ago, to this 
flourishing town—overlooked by the Blue 
Ridge and well-built up (Rome-like) on its 
seven hills—:ne majority of its 20,000 people 
seemed to taik of nothing but the advent of 
Sam Jones and bis savings and doing, past 
and prospective. Well, ten days have passed 
and Sam Jones has been nere, electrified the 
whole town—“ turned it upside down,” one 
oid lady saia—and departed. 

The peopie had had tne most curious ideas 
about Sam. The childfenthought he was a 
sort of a one-man circus. Two youngesters 
who accompagied me on my first trip to the 
immense toDacco warehouse where Sam 
beid forth to pine 5,000 peopie were bitterly 
disappointed@’to see no animals. * There’s 
not even &@ monkey.’”’ said one fretfully. 
‘* What’s he going to do, anyhow?” asked the 
other. “Drive the devil out of town.” 
*O—h!” returned the little one, “I'd iike to 
see him doit. Let me getup on a bench.”’ 
Heget up and guzed at Sam with so much 
wonder in his smail face that the people 
around shook with suppressed laughter. 

There is not much evidence of power in the 


thin, wiry frameof this famous evangelist’ 


from Georgia, but nis brain power is uncom- 
mon, his manners magoetic, ano he has come 
nearer to performing the featof dislodging 
Satan from this spot of the earth than any 
one here ever dreamed was possible. Here 
are the statistics: Seven hundred conver- 
sions, $8,000 raised for the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, at whose request ne 
came; $3,000 for the “ Woman’s Training 
School for Southern Women,”’ and $254.38 for 
the Orphans’ Home in Georgia. * These sums 
do not include the necessary expeuses of the 
campaigoa. 

At the first meeting the collection baskets 
were returned.with barely $16. Sam shook 
his head and said, gravely: ‘ { have always 
beard that Lynchburg was the richest town 
for its size in the country, and I see it means 
to stay so.’ Soon afterwards he was heard 
recommending his sermon called “* Qui Your 
Meanness”’ as his best; and the young man 
who was selling his book at the door (** on 
his own hovuk,”’ Sam took care to inform us) 
had a great run on the author’s favorite vol- 
ume, and their later contributions show that 
it enlarged their minds. 

Sam Jones knows human nature too well 
to rouse the antagonism of his hearers by 
bellowing at them. His clear. sweet 
voice is as soft, and at times al- 
most as low, as &@ woman’s; yet it was 
distinctly heard throughout the large 
audience. He uses plain English—calis “a 
spade a spade,” and does not hesitate to say 
& man 1s a har and a hypocrite if he has good 
proof that such 1s the case, and he gives his 
Scriptural authority for doim@so. He was 
so severe on “the veastly old rumseliers and 
driokers’’ that there was some fear of dyna- 
mite for the bold speaker. Sam heard of it 
(as he seemed to hear of every rumor about 
himseif) and said caimly that he *‘ was notat 
ali afraid of being killed; that a mana who 
really believed in Heaven ought not to fear 
being sent there at short notice.” Then he 
told us how dynamite had been placed in his 
stable in Geurgia, and a warning letter sen. 
to his house aavising him) to get outof his 
town as quickiy as possible. *I consulted 
my wife,” he continued, * teid her I wouldn’t 
buagea step for my own sake, but it might 
be my duty to go for hers,”’ ‘* Never.” she 
replied; *“*stay where duty calis you, Sam, 
and if I must die before my time I would just 
as soon go to Heaven by the dynamite route 
as any other.’’ 

Well! Such scenes as took place in this 
town during his stay have rarely been 
equaied. Hardened, wicked men, whom their 
neighbors had handed over to Satan long ago 
as his lawful prey, suddenly awakened to tne 
fact that they had immortal souls. Some of 
them were prominent, wealthy citizens— 
others were poor, hard-working men; but 
their faces wore the same earnest, deter- 
mined look as they walked side by side up to 
Sam and asked him to pray for their salva- 
tion, while ali around were as quiet as death. 
The tearsroiled down the evangelist’s cheeks 
as he grasped their hands, and after taking 
their names referred them for instruction to 
the pastors of the various churches, who 
stood behind him on the platform. 

There was no visible excitement, no disor- 
der nor confusion of any kind in the im- 
mense audience. The music was excellent. 
Prof. Excell, the leader of his choir, and the 
Rev. Mr. Culpeper, Sam’s assistant, received 
high praise from the audience. At the close 
of the meetings nearly every minister in tne 
city spoke for a minute or more in hearty 
commendawon of the work. Sam compli- 
mented the press for its clear reports of his 
sermon. He also had @ kind word for the 
ushers, cordial thanks for the ministers, and 
spoke feelingly of his attachment for the 
people of the town, though be confessed that 
he had spoken “ many hard words” to them, 
but that he had felt it was “ his duty to lead 
them around by Mount Sinai before he plant- 
ed their feet on Mount Caivary.” 


Consenting Parties to Keciprocity. 

Toronto Globe-Lideral: In aa article upon the 
trade question -the Montreal Gazette (Tory), 
speaking of the negotiation of a treaty of reci- 
procity between the United States and Canada, 
and more particularly of unrestricted reciproct- 
ty, says that ‘if the American Government, 
like Barkis, is willing and the British Govern- 
ment interposes no obstacle the matter can be 
readily disposed of.’ This is an important ad- 
mission, because one ®f the strongest conten- 
tions against unrestricted reciprocity has been 
that, assentor no assent, such an arrangement 
woula be simply impracticable. Now the Gazette 
says that Canada and th@ States can readily 
dispose of the matter if eat Britain do not 
stand in the way. If this be the case surely 
Canadian statesmerc should first find out just 
what the United States will do, and next, 
whether Great Britain will assent to the ar- 
rangement. Of the ‘willingness of the United 
States we have had a good deal of evidence 
lately. As to the attitude of Great Britain, we 
know atleast thatshe bas again and again ac- 
knowledged that Canada should be aliowed to 
legislate for herself in trade matters. She made 
no objection to the tariff of 1879, deenly as it in- 
jured the trade of her merchants ana manufact- 
urers. It may be said that this is no proof that 
she would consent to let Canada gain American 
discrimination in her favor by giving Americans 
a@ compensating discrimination in their favor. 
But Great Britain might well consider that the 
small interests which afew capitalists of Man- 
chester and Birmingham have in selling to 
Canada are of little moment in compari- 
son with the imperial benefit of having ail 
disputes between Canada and the United 
States finally settied on a basis of commercial 
uuity. In point of fact the English investors, 
who have 8650.000,000 at stake in Canuda, form a 
much more important interest than that which 
consists of the few English manufacturers whose 
sales in Canada might be somewhat curtailed by 
unrestricted reciprocity. Why should Downing 
street interfere on behalf of the latter when tne 
Canadian properties of the former would be ad- 
vanced immensely in value by eontinental free 
trade? At all events we should take steps to 
jearn what bargain our neighbors will agree to. 
If they will not consent to something that will 
suit us that will be an end of the matter. If they 
will consent to an arrangement acceptable to us, 


then we can go to Downing street with a cefinite 


scheme and say: Is this objecwuonabls to you? 
This course of procedure will follow naturaily 
on general acceptance of the Gazei/es assurance 
that unrestricted reciprocity is in itself perfectiy 
practicable.

IN FAVOR OF A REVISION OF THE 
CREED. 


Action Taken by the New York Presbytery 
= Well-Kaown Ministers Outspoken 
~ Against the Westminster Confession as 

It Stands— They Voted for a Chaage by 
Sixty-seven to Fifteen—An Animated 
Debate on the Subject. 


New York, Nov. 4—The Presbytery of 
New York, atits meeting in tre lecture room 
of the Bcotch Presbyterian Church yester- 
day, took what will probably prove to be the 
most significant step in its nistory. It con- 
sented, by an overwhelming majority, in- 
ciuding many of the leading lights of the 
church in thiscity, to reply in the affirma- 
tive to the question of the General Assembiy 
as to whether it wished a revision of the 
famous Westminster Confession of Faith. 
Not ofily was tnis conclusion arrived at after 
@ deliberation that occupied six hours or 
more, - but expressions of the boldest 
kind, © attacking what have  hereto- 
fore been -cegarded bv most people 
as toe most insuperable portions 
of Calvinistic belief, were uttered by some 
of the best-known clergymen ot the Presby- 
terian Church in this city. So strong were 
thése expressions, in fact, that a few clergy- 
men on the couservative side exclaimed in 
astonishment that * Not the strongest Meth- 
odistever discovered greater monstrosities in 
the Westminster Confession.”’ 

The meeting was called for the special pur- 
pose of considering the overture from the 
General Assembly which asked an answer to 
two questions: 

First—Do you desire a revision of the confess- 
ion of faith? 

Pim saraatit so, in what respect and to what ex- 

D 

The Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby took the 
floor at the opening of the meeting, and 
moved the adoption of aresoluuon answer- 
ing the first question in the affirmative and 
limiting the application of that answer to 
the tbird chapter of the confession and sucn 
other portions of the confession as would be 
affected by changes in that chapter. 

This chapter, as is well known, contains 
some of the foundation stones of tne Calvin- 
istic theology. A part of it is the section de- 
ciaring that God has decreed, “ for the mani- 
festation of His glory, some men and angels 
are predestinated unto everlasting life, and 
others foreordained to everiasting death.” 
It says: “ These angels and men, thus pre- 
destinated and foreordained, are particularly 
and unchangeably designed; and their num- 
ber is so certain and definite that it cannot 
be either increased or diminished.” 

The Rev. Dr. Booth seconded Dr. Crosby’s 
motion, making, as he dia so, &@ po 
speech against the belief of supralapsarian 
preterition, as expressed in the passage 
quoted, against the teaching that non-elect 
iniauts dying in infancy are condemned te 
everlasting damnation, and against the 
teaching that unconverted men who never 
had the Gospel preached to them, however 
righteously tney may live, are condemned to 
everlasting punishment. 

“These teachings,” said Dr. Booth, “no 
preacher here today would dare to utter 
from any pulpit, and we should not have 
our Confession of Faith that which we 
not preach.” 

A nrore conservative element of the church 
was represented by the Rev. Dr. Hastings, 
who offered a substiiute for Dr. Crosby’s 
motion, which, however, was hardiy jess 
startling in its nature. It was to tne effect 
that the Presbytery answer the first ques- 
tion in the affirmative, add that * the: 
word revision should be taken its widest 
sense and to comprehend all confessional 
changes.” It went on. to answer the second 
question Dy proposing that a new and shorter 
creed be formulated, to be used as tne ac- 
cepted statement of belief, while the older 
confession should be left untouched.- 

“ The moment has come,” said Dr. Hast- 
ings. “ The question is uponus. We may 
better meetitas I suggest than begin @ re- 
vision of that wonderful, new, comprehen- 
sive statement of our faith, a revision which 
might invoive us in endiess discussion, pos- 
sibiy resulting the disunion of our 
church.” 

The Rey. Dr. W. G. T. Shedd opposed this 
motion and eulogized the oid statement of 
belief. it was, according to him, a monu- 
ment to the loving beneficence of God and a 
stumbling block only to those whose natures 
were yet unregenerate. 

M. Henry Day alay member, asked per- 
mission to speak. He attacked some portions 
of the Westmiuster Confession. He admit- 
ted that when he subscribed to the confes- 
sion he nad not thoroughly stadied it; that 
his ideas of the church’s belief had been ob- 
tained from his Sunday-school teaching and 
from his parents; and that when, induced by 
the recent discussion of the subject. he h 
come to read tne confession carefully he bad 
been shocked by some of the tenets there 
contained. The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst followed 
in the same line of argument, saying that the 
fact that such desparity of views as that 
shown by Dr. Shedd and Mr. Day, doth 
trained inteiletts, applied to the same object 
of study, showed that something ciearer was 
needed as the statement of the church’s be- 
hef. . 

The Rev. Dr. Schaff read a formidable at- 
tack on the existing confession, enumerating 
among other objectionable portions thas 
which declared the Pope to be anti-Carist 
and all Papists to be idolaters. 

The Rev. Dr. Sutton took the opposite side, 
* T bave read,” said be, “* that the Universal- 
ists ana Unitarians have said that they have 
drawn us away from the Calvinstic position. 
After what | nave heard at this meeting I be- 
gin to believe that they are right. Other- 
wise how could such horrible things be dis- 
covered in the confession which has stood 
for two centuries as the expression of our be- 
lief? Lam against any revision.” 

The Rev. Dr. Paxton was exceedingly 
outspoken inhis advocacy of revision. 
“[do not believe in the confession 
as it stands, although lL accept it as 
a system. The man who would dare 
wo preach the doctrine of infant ‘condemna- 
tion and the doctrine of reprobation as ex- 
pressed in the confession is not @ contem- 
porary of the nineteenth century. He isa 
contemporary of the seventeenth or eight- 
eenth. He is a survivali—ane not of the fit- 
test.”’ 

After aiong discussion the question was 
put to a vote which resulted in the adoption 
of the tirst poruon @f Dr. Hastings’ resolu- 
tion—Vv1z. : F 

That, whereas, the General Assembly has over 
tured the Presbytery the foMowing questions: 
(1) Do you desire revision of the confession of 
faith? (2) If so, in what respect and to whgt éx- 
tent! 

Resolved, That the Presbytery answer the first 
question in the affirmative, anderstanding the 
word “ revision” to be used broadly as compre- 
bending any confessional changes. 

The vote was 67 Aa Rn — Among the 
former were we Rev. Drs. Crosby, George 
Alexander, A. ©. Armstrong, bert A. 
Booth, Charles A. Briggs, 8S. D. Burchard, E. 
W. Thompson, Parknurst, Fieid, Hariam, 
Laws, and McCracken, and among the latuer 
were the Revs. A. D. L. Jewett, who thougbt 
too much heresy was — = J. Lang, 
Shearer, Sutton, Collins, and ins. 

Tne consideraton of the second portion of 
Dr. Hastings’ resolution asto the formula- 
ton of a creed was given to acommittee of 
ten to be reported upon at a meeting held the 
first Monday in December at 3p.m. The 
Rev. Dr. Crosby was heard to remark after 
the meeting: “I think | can see light ehead 
now.”’

PROBABLE END OF EMIN BEY’S RULE. 


The Revolt of the Natives Means His Down- 
fall as Provincial Governor 

New York, Nov. 6.—Herbers Ward, the 
last white man now in civilization who was 
with Henry M. Stanley, said today that the 
revolt of the natives against Emin Pasha, an 
account of which was published yesterday, 
would probably end forever Emin’s rule in 
his province in Central Equatorial Africa. 
Mr. Ward continued: “Emin Pasha had 
been holding the country so long wat noth- 
ing less than a large army could have over- 
come him. I have no doubt that tis stations 
were hotrayed justas Khartoum was. His 
men had been soldiers in Egypt, and are all 
faithless and treacherous. They serve which- 
ever master pays them best. There are so 
many of them that it will be simply impossi- 
bie for Emin to regain his old place as Govy- 
ernor of the province. 

“The object of the Germans is‘to insure 
a road through the territory of the Imperial 
East Africa territory, which extends from the 
coast to the heart of the lake country. Itis nos- 
sible that trade relauons may be arranged by 
which the Europeans can procure cloth and 
other articles from the inhabitants of the 
country. but I think if impossible for them 
to go beyood that for sometime. Just where 
aug’ when Stanley and Emin Pasha-will go 
after they reach the coast is a matter of 
doubt, but itis sa that Stanley carried to 
him his letter of recall from the Egyptian 
government. 

‘i saw, recently, a statement that Stanley 
is nothing more uow than an ivory merchant. 
I think this ought to be denied. for nothing 
is further from Stanicy’s thoughts than mere 
money making. He may have a large 
amount of ivory in his possession, but it 1s 
the tribute of the native chiefs to him as 
Governor of the province, and not a pound 
of it belongs to him personally. Stanley 
went to Africa because he felt it to be his 
duty, and, as he said at a dinner to him in 
London, he would rather die in the swamps 
of Central Africa doing bis work.than rot in 
London. He is a noble, unselfish man, and 
the charge that heis seeking for personal 
gain is untrue. 

‘**Weshali probably hear more from Stan- 
ley soon, I think, for the news from him is 
given outin dribiets. The committee which 
sent out tbe Emin Bey relief expedition has 
received a long letter from him, but seils it 
Lo the papers piecemeal.” 

Mr. Ward knew Capt. Wissmann, who is 
fighting the nativesin Eastern Africa, well, 
and says he is a marvelousiy energetic. man. 
He, however, is lacking in the 
foresight, and observauon of Stanley.

CKIVE A SETBACK. 


She Wants an Indorsement by the New 
Orieans City Council, bat Chicago Mis- 
sionaries Block the Ga me—Representa- 
tive Ben Butterworth Says the Big 
Show Should Be West of the Alleghe~ 
nies—Geveral Exposition Gossip. 


St. Louis failed in an effort to capture the 
city councilof New Orleans. The Board of 
Trade of the Crescent City indorsed Chicago, 
and in order to counteract the effect of this 
action St. Louis endeavoijed to get an in- 
dorsement from the council. A Commission- 
er was sent to New Orieans charged with 
convincing the Aidermen that St. Louis was 
the only available city, and when a resolu- 
tion came up in the council a week ago the 
matter was referred to one of the standing 
committees. is seemed to be in accord- 
ance with the views of the St. Louis Com- 
missioner and he succeeded in securing the 
good favor of the majority of the committee, 
which reported Tuesday night to the coun- 
cil, In the meantime, however, Chicago had 
become informed of tife intention of the St. 
Louis people, and when a resolution indors- 
ing St. Louis was presented a motion that 
action be indefinitely postponed was made 
und carried. 


MR. BUTTERWORTH TALKS OF THE FAIR. 

Congressman Ben Butterworth of Ohio 
was at headquarters for anu hour or more and 
taiked over the World’s Fair question with 
several commuitteemen. Mr. Butterworth 
was one of the United States Commissioners 
at the Expositions at Philadelphia and New 
Orleans. He would nof commit himself on 
tne question of the location of the big show, 
but said there were more breathing places 
in Chicago fora talkative lawyer than any- 
where eise. He bas formed a law partner- 
ship which will require his frequent pres- 
ence at Chicago. Mr. Butterworth went far 
enough to say that the Expositiop of 1592 
should be located west of the Allegheny 
Mountains. 

FROM A NEW YORK PAPER. 

Coming from the State of New York the 
following utterance of the Ithaca (N. Y.)

**Chicago is more of a typical American 
city than New York. New York has iost its 
national character because of its predomi- 
nance of foreign population.

Chicago bankers were remarkably unanimous 
in their accounts of yesterday’sibusiness. ‘** Big- 
gest day we ever bad, except Monday, which was 
just like it.” Such in substance was the remark 
of all. The intervention of a holiaay, the banks 
having closed doors Tuesday, brought into clear 
relief the fact that the business of the city is of 
immense volume. Monday’s counter business 
was so large that the banks expected only a fairly 
busy day yesterday, but business poured in at a 
rate which was generally declared to be without 
precedent. ln all departments the activity was 
anusual. The aay will be. remembered by 
many a bank clerk as the hardest in his ex- 
perience up to date. The condition of the money 
market was unchanged. Funds were reported 
easier in New York, with banks willing to make 
long-time ioans at reasonable rates, but here 
there seemed to beno accumulations that would 
tempt lenders to cencessions. The country 
kept abouteven with the city, some districts 
borrowing as much as others paid in. In the 
open market the supply of paper continued as- 
tonishingly large, and dealers reported that they 
sold as much as they bougbt, orders coming from 
New England and from country banks. Rates 
were unchanged at 6 per cent for call ioans and 
7@8 per cent for time. 

Fehacee on New York fiuctuated between 50 
and 25c discount, closing moderately firm after 
rather beavy transactions. Sterling was still 
heavy, bankers’ selling prices being quoted as 
low as 480% for sixty-Jay bills and 48442 for sight 
drafts. With a further decline of lessthan ic 
it will be possible to import gold at a protit, and 
this consummation is expected at an early day 
by well-informed dealers in this, city, the heavi- 
ness of sterling being due to’ an actual pressure 
of commercial bills. 

The local security market continues remarka- 
bly strong and active despite the closeness of 
the mouey market. The pesados ing tendancy of 
the market was more noticeable yesterday than 
Motiday, an ufiusual variety of securities being 
traded in atthe Exchange. The market yester- 
day was without news specially affecting any one 
security, but as brokers found it a little easier to 
get money at the banks, they were Dballishly in- 
Clined and were advising their customers not to 
defer their investments, the chances strongly 
favoring arise. Considerable busiffiess was done 
over the counter, and the bidding at the Stock 
Excfiange was lively. Calumet common was 
strong at above 31; Consumers’ 5s continued 
weak, Sales at the Stock Exchange were as fol- 
lows:

Chicago operators are divided in their opinions 
as to the future of stocks, but‘the best sentiment 
appears to be that which regards the present 
rally of prices as largely dué to the covering of 
short sales.

Cotton oil shares did not 
suffer seriously, and indeed recovered after opening 
a point lower. The fact that publicity is being given 
to the affairs of the trust. under the auspices of an 
examining committee which possesses public conti- 
dence, is itselfafavorabie pointon the stock. The 
udvances of the forenoon were; Chicago Gas, 14 
points; Fort Worth & Denver, %; Louisville & Nash- 
ville, 1; Lead Trusts,5¢; Northwest, %; Opdégon & 
Transcontinental, %; Kock Isiand, 1; St. Paul. %; 
Sugar Irusts, 46; Tennessee Coal,1; Union Pacitic, 
4; Western Union, . 

The early afternoon market was strong and fairly 
active. Cotton Oil Trusts posh berg 4 steadily. The 
later afternoon market was quiet. %with slight reac- 
tion in prices but a continuation of the underlying 
strength. The market closed strong, the feature be- 
ing the enormously heavy trading in Reading at the 
lower prices.

MARKETS. 


There was little that was new in the produce 
markets yesterday. A fine day favored those 
who hope foracontinuance of large grain re- 
ceipts from the country and the trading whs not 
much other than local. The tendency was to a 
higher range of prices. 

The cynic of the board remarked that wheat 
prices broke during the last hour because of a 
discovery that there is 85.000 bu more in the 
country than was estimated by Mr. Dodge, At 
least that was the only discoverable reason. A 
member came on the floor and stated that he 
had just been advised that so much had been 
raised on @tract of land which had previously 
been regarded as not worth more than enough to 
pay the cost of harvesting. The supposed infer- 
ence drawn is that similar conditions will be 
found to exist on many other areus, and on this 
the selling began. 

A cable to Norton-Worthington says a British 
consul in South Russia has advised his Govern- 
ment that the wheat crop of South Russia is 70 
per cent iess than the one of last year. This ap- 
plies toa most important part of the world’s 
wheat producing area, and even if the mistake 
has been made of calling the deficiency 70 when 
it is only 30 pe? cent it is still grave. And there 
is no proof here thatsucha mistake was ‘com- 
mitted. Also Lindblom has a cable stating that 
the rye crop of Germany is 6,000,000 bu less than 
the home requirements of the current cereal 
year. 

The senior member of Pratt, Porter & Co., 
who control a large number of country elevators 
in the Northwest, was on ‘Change : in this city 
yesterday. Hesays his firm has already used 
about $200,000 more than was expected and still 
the wheat comes in so freely that cars cannot be 
procured in sufficient numbers to accommodate 
the demand, and four or tive points have had to 
shutdown buying till relief is obtained. He does 
not prophesy an increased movement, for the 
reason that tne roads are considered tobe run- 
ning to their full capacity, but he does think the 
movement will continue forsome time yet un- 
less cut short by bad weather. The receipts for
